RUHRGAS CHIEF INTERVIEWED ON GAS DEAL WITH USSR 
DWi91152 Hamburg DER SPIEGEL in German 19 Jan 81 p 
[Interview with Ruhrgas Company Chief Klaus Liesen, date and place unknown) 


[Text] SPIEGEL: The gas versus pipe deal with the USSR is drawing more and 
more criticiem in the United States as well as here. Do you fear that the new 
U.S. president will bring pressure to bear on Bonn and torpedo the deal’ 


Liesen: This project is backed by the Federal Government. I have no reason to 
assume that something will change in this respect. Moreover, Bonn does not stand 
alone. Our European partners, such as France and Italy, for example, want to make 
this deal parallel with us. 


SPIEGEL: Washington politicians consider the gas deal as too great a security 
policy risk. 


Liesen: I do not want to pretend to be an expert on foreign and defense policy 
issues. As a businessman, I must assess the business and energy economy sides of 
the project. 


SPIEGEL: Is that sufficient if such a highly explosive project is involved’ 


Liesen: Only within the foreign trade policy framework. The problem is important 
for us whether the Russian gas can be considered as sufficiently safeguarded for 
consumers in Western Germany. This is the case for me. 


SPLEGEL: So it does not seem too risky for you if the Soviets will supply more 
than 30 percent of the gas used in the Federal Republic as of the mid-eighties’? 


Liesen: No absolute but only relative security exists in international energy 
trade. Some WO percent, that sounds enormous. Together with the additional 
contingent, however, the Russian gas would amount to just 5.5 percent of our 
energy consumption. Libya with its oil share of 6 percent supplies more. 


SPIEGEL: The Soviets have curtailed their gas supplies by one third in the 
current contracts. Does that make you ponder’ 


Liesen: That is not a sensation, it happened last year as well as in the year 
before. These are technical breakdowns which can happen everywhere. 











SPIEGEL: Assuming that the new pipeline would be out because of such a breakdown, 
would not that have an effect on the final consumer because of such 4 great market 
share’ 


Liesen: We expect less technical trouble with the new pipeline. It will be 
built on the basis of modern technical realizations and former experience, It 

is farfetehed to link the present supply difficulties with assessment of political 
risks of the new project. 


SPIFGEL: Why ite that so” 


Liesen: The Russians are facing difficulties in the fields of extraction, 
processing, transport, and in the infrastructure. In the meantime the gas has 
been coming predominantly from the West Siberian zones of cold temperatures. If 

| have to traneport gas from Alaska to the United States, for example, this just 
cannot proceed as s@oothly as it would in a pipeline transport from the Netherlands 
to the "ubr area. Besides, the Soviet Union undertakes the economic risks of such 
technical setbacks up to our doorstep. 


SPIEGEL: But by this vow have not eliminated the risk of a total delivery cut for 
political reasons’ 


Liesen: We are talking about a hypothetical case. Granted, we would have to 
accept the curtailments of consumption, but not in the households. In this respect 
it is helpful to us that we have so many supply sources and an efficient transport 
system. It would be the supplier himself who would suffer serious economic 
disadvantages. For the Soviet Union, after all, contributes a far greater invest- 
ment share to the project than we do, the receiver countries. 


SPIEGEL: You say the German consumer would not suffer any harm in the event of a 
loss. Who would, anyway’ 


Liesen: Large-scale consumers such as the power plants would be hit by restrictions. 
They would have to switch over to heating with other energies, to oil, for instance. 


SPIEGEL: Then the oil will be lacking because the stakes were put on gas. 


Liesen: If we wish to enhance the relative safety of our energy supply any further 
we must rely on as many supply sources as poesible. If the Federal Republic 
purchases an extra 12 billion cubic meters of natural gas a year from the Soviet 
Union this quantity will be available to us also if and when another oil crisis 
occurs. This is the other way of looking at the risk. 


SPIEGEL: Can we not get more anywhere else, for instance, in Norway’? 


Liesen: We are not talking about the alternative of either more Russian gas or 
more Norwegian gas, more nuclear energy or more coal. Be it in Norway or in the 
Netherlands, be it in Africa, Latin America, or Canada: regardless of the Russian 
project we will exploit these options if the aspects of dispersing the supply 
sources are observed and the natural gas is obtainable at competitive conditions. 








SPIEGEL: And what do you propose to de if the Russian deal goes up in smoke 
after ali’ 


Liesen: In that case the only alternative ta thie: more OPEC oii. | do not 
expect the deal to fail. We feel safe with the Soviet project. We, at any rate, 
continue negotiating. 


SPIEGEI when do you expect the contract to be signed’ 
Liesen if all goes well we will have reached this point come summer.

ENERGY INVESTMENTS FOR 1981 OUTLINED 
Istanbul MILLIYET in Turkish 26 Dec 80 p 9 


[Text] Ankara, TURKISH NEWS AGENCY -- The major outlines have been released of the 
1981 program on which the SPO [State Planning Office] has been working for some 
time. 


According to a report summarizing the SPO's program efforts, the energy sector 
takes the largest share of investments with 22.2 percent of the 667.7 billion 
liras in public investments. The SPO program studies envisage appropriations of 
148 billion liras for energy investments and give a brief evaluation o° Turkey's 
energy shortage. 


The SPO's evaluation of the energy shortage contains the following: 


"Our electric energy production has risen 100 percent since 1973. Electric energy 
production and subsequent annual increases until 1977 reached the 17 percent- 
18 percent level, but after 1980 [as published] dropped to 7 percent-8 percent. 


"Moreover, according to one account, the cost to the economy of lost energy is 
10 times the cost of the energy produced." 


The SPO evaluation also contains the goals planned for unclogging the energy 
bottleneck and says: 


--""The short-term goal is to develop thermal stations based on high-potential 
lignite. 


-~"The long-term goal is to turn to long-term hydraulic resources, to realize new 
and renewable energy resources." 


It is pointed out in the report that $788.6 million in foreign financing in 1981 for 
energy sector investments have been obtained; the need remains for $8.2 million in 
foreign financing." 


Envisaging a 20.3 percent share of total investments for manufacturing investments 
in the 1981 program, the report points out that it has been decided to make a 
139.1 billion-lira investment in this area. 


Of the 139.1 billion-lira appropriation for manufacturing industry investments, 
87.8 billion lLiras are earmarked for intermediate goods, 35.5 billion for con- 
sumer goods and 15.7 billion liras for investment goods.

HIKE REGISTERED IN GASOLINE PRICES 
Ietanbul HURRIYET in Turkish 22 Dec 80 pp 1, 13, 15 


[Text] The decision to make a 5-lira increase in the price of liquid fuels, 
due to the dollar's in in value over the lira and the rise in refinery in- 
put costs was put into effect | months later with its publication in the RESMI 
GAZETE. 


This price rise in the course of 1 year has amounted to 10 percent on products 
other than bottled gas and 20 percent on the latter. 


In connectiva with the price rise, sales of liquid fuels were halted as of 
yesterday torning. Only those sales outlets which have filled out a written 
affid vit and which have imposed the recuired controls on their inventories 
have bexu to sell according to the new prices. Administrative authorities 
have tok . the required measures to insure inventory controls, taking into 
conside ation the fact that yesterday was Sunday. 


In an announcement published by the Finance Ministry in the RESMI GAZETE all 
liquid fuel sales establishments and petroleum companies are required to declare 
the amounts of stocks on hand and to deposit the difference between the old and 
new main depot prices in a price stabilization account under the supervision of 
the Ministry of Energy and Natural Resources in the Ziraat [Agriculture] Bank. 


Following the price rise established for liquid fuels, price scales were re- 
established for liquid fuels and bottled gas according to the distances vari- 
ous population centers were from the refineries and main depots. Accordingly 
the lowest price for supergrade gasoline is to be found in Icel at 56 lira and 
70 kurus and the highest is 60 lira 30 kurus in Kars. The new price of regular 
gasoline, which was 22 lira prior to 25 January 1980 in many of our cities is 
now 53 lira. The price of supergrade, which was 25 lira before 25 January 1980, 
is now 58 lira. 


Kerosene, which is most widely used by the general public, has risen from 10 
lira in the course of 1 year to 36 lira. Thus in 1 year, as a result of 6 
price hikes, the rate of rise in prices for liquid fuels, depending upon the 
specific commodity has been between 132 and 287 percent.

GREEK CYPRIOTS PRESENT NEW MAP

[Text] The Greek-<Cypriot atministration has agreed to give 20 percent of the 
island to the TSC, 


A map prepared by the Greek side in thie respect hae been given to TFSC authori- 
ties. The TPSC authorities, who now control 35.1 percent of the island have said 
that the Greek map, which leaves to them 20 percent of the land, is unacceptable 
in thie form, 


Moreover, according to normally well-informed sources, the Greek side has said 
that the Turkish side has been indirectly informed that if the Greek side's map 
is accepted in this form, then they will be prepared to accept the form of the 
constitution desired by the Turkish side. 


Desired Locations 


At the same time Creeks reacting to the proposal made by the Turkish side during 
the course of the intercommunal talke offering to turn over to the Greeks the 

} percent of the island held by them ae 4 buffer gone said, “This area does not 
belong to the Turke anyway.” TPSC authorities, in responding to the assertion 
that the buffer zone was Greek territory, stated that the Greeks had not demon- 
atrated any progress on the territorial question since 1977.

A corridor linking 
the Turkieh sector of the city to the rest of the Turkish area is aleo to be 
retained.

SCHMLDT ON REAGAN, WESTERN SUMMIT, TIES WITH FRANCE

{(Text) in connection with a especial Channel 2 program in the "Cards on the 
Table” series, which was recorded in Bonn last week, Chancellor Schmidt was 
interviewed by Alain Duhamel and Jean-Pierre Elkabbach on Monday night, 

19 January. Thies program formed part of a series of documentaries presented 
by the “current problem” team in connection with Mr Reagan's official 
inauguration in Washington on Tuesday. 


The West German Chancellor, who was the first head of government to meet the 
American president-elect, was asked to exprese his views on the new White 
House incumbent. He did so so laconically that he seemed to embarrass his 
interviewers, Did he “personally have confidence” in President Reagan? 
Yes, “this can be gathered from our private talks." Has Carter the moralist 
been replaced by Reagan the cynic? The former's administration, Mr Schmidt 
replied, was not composed of naive people and, judging by hie main aides-- 
especially General Haig--that of the latter has created “a very good 
impression.” As for a Western summit with Mr Reagan in the near future, 
the chancellor feele sure that the spring meeting in Ottawa, which in 
principle is to deal with economic problems and will serve in lieu since 
political problem are almost bound to be discussed there and since the 
opportunity thus provided will be taken advantage of thoroughly." 


Mr Schmidt was much more talkative on the subject of Paris-Bonn relations, 
not to say relations between Mr Giscard d'Estaing and himself. Less than 
} weeks before the Pranco-German summit, which is to take place on 

5-6 February, the head of the Federas Government spared no efforts to 
scotch rumors that, as DIE WELT and several American newspapers wrote at 
the beginning of the year, these relations have “cooled” somewhat of late. 
"Thies is a ayth,” the chancellor stated right at the start, in the 
categorical manner of a man who will not return to the subject before... 
discussing it at length in a roundabout way. 


Detente’ The French President and the chancellor published a joint statement 
on this question in Paris and, during a telephone conversation which was 








anyway commented on at great length by their respective spokesmen, the two 
statesmen “reminded each other of some passages of this statement” and agreed 
that “all thie wae etill perfectly relevant today.” In any case, such 
reciprocal congratulations over the telephone--and, furthermore, a similarity 
of analyses--are perfectly logical since, as the chancellor asserted a little 
later, “France's and the PRO's interests are often convergent” politically, 
economically and in the defense aphere, for instance, 


Africa’? “Pranee is more familiar with the matter” and has been right to 
strengthen ite military presence around Chad, Mr Barre? "My understanding 
of Freneh is very poor,” the chancellor replied without apparently trying 

to be facetious, “but | believe him to be an excellent economist." 

Giscard’s diplomey? "I do not believe that it is either weak, or undecided, 
or hesitant.” The French President's public image? A good personal 
relationship between leaders of countries working in partnership is 
“something important and positive” even though it is not of “determining” 
importanee, And, in any case, Mr Schmidt “owes a lot” to Mr Giscard d'Estaing 
perhaps, in fact, because “we live in different epheres.”

MATRA WORKING ON NEW MISSILE DESIGNS

[Unattributed report: “Matra Designs Air-to-Air Missile Capable of Intercepting 
Several Targets Simultaneously” |} 


[text] The private Matra company is planning to design an air-to-air missile 
capable of attacking and intercepting various enemy targets simultaneously. This 
wae announced by Matra military division director Emile Durand in an interview 
publiehed in Paris on 15 January in the French aeronautics and espace industries 
group weekly publication. 


“When you have bigeer twin-engined aircraft which are heavier and have more 
mounting points, two types of missile--one for interception and the other for 
combat=--can be envisaged,” Mr Durand explained in particular. "In the case of the 
aireraft which we are developing it is in our interest to use a missile capable of 
multitarget interception (the objective is to be able to attack several targets 
simultaneously by interception) and of combat if the situation changes--and that 
is very easy to imagine if you are under attack.” 


At present France constructs single-target air-to-air missiles for single-engined 
aircraft like the Mirage-2000, 


"This is the aim of our MICA (interception and air combat missile) project, which 
is classed in the magic category (100 kgs),” the Matra military division director 
explained with regard to the multitarget interception sissile. “If this project 
develops normally, it should be completed around 1990 and provide hardware for 
interception and combat at low and medium altitude.” 


in addition Mr Durand gave details about a very short-range surface-to-air missile 
(SATCP) program which the French Government has awarded to Matra. 


"The SATCP,” he explained, “is a missile with an infrared automatic guidance 
system with a range of some 5 km for use against aircraft and helicopters. it is 
a basic svetem which comprises a missile and a firing position, all of which can 
be transported by two men.” 


"There was another option,” Mr Durand added: “the missile and the firing position 
carried by one man, with the whole unit scarcely weighing more than 18 kgs.

|Excerpte| Barcelona--The Unified Socialist Party of Catalonia [PSUC], as everyone 
is convinced=-both Eurocommunists and “Leninists" (these latter were the real 
victor: of the recent congress, having formed a leadership that is homogenous, at 
leac. with regard to its label, although not all its 15 members think exactly the 
same way)--has entered an “exceptional” period following ite fifth congress: a 
period of confusion, crisis, ambiguities and even hopes, a period which, moreover, 
coincides with the preparations for the 10th PCE Congress. In fact this coincidence 
in itself is enough to convey the gravity of a situation which affects not only 

the Catalan communists but the entire Spanish communist movement, that country's 
democratic and antifascist area and even the European left. 


Basically, according to what I was told by both sides, there has been a clever 
manipulation of the errors committed by the PSUC leadership by the "pro-Soviets" 
(in a MUNDO OBRERO article [PCE Secretary General] Carrillo includes, among the 
various causes of the “turnabout,” “manipulations by an outside hand, by a hidden 
conductor" and the existence of a "plan to eliminate Eurocommunism in Spain and 
elsewhere” | and the results are serious. 


Jose Sole Tura, a Evrocommunist and one of the eight PSUC deputies to the Madrid 
Cortes and one of the formulators of the Spanish Constitution, told me: either it 
is acknowledged that we are in an exceptional and therefore "provisional" situation, 
from which we must emerge through a major debate, without excessive haste but also 
without losing time, so as to prevent the crystallization of the various stances, 
or we allow these stances to consolidate, in which case there will be a break 
between the two parties, with all the repercussions that this would imply for the 
Spanish communist movement and for democracy. 


In Sole Tura's opinion, the real and only supporters of such a break are the so- 
called “pro-Soviets" who he believes constitute "a party within a party." But 
they are a minority that can be defeated through political struggle. Nevertheless, 
there are vigorous critical stances with respect to Madrid and the PCE leadership 
group elsewhere too, and this makes a reconciliation more problematical. Amid 

all this there are the preparations for the 10th PCE Congress. The most serious 
mistake would be to transform a polit.cal battle into a battle against individuals. 
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From his office in barcelona University's Law Department, where he received me, 
Sole Tura looked at the sun-drenched atreet full of atudents; he remains optimistic, 
but does not conceal the major difficulties of the coming months, 


Andreu Claret Serra, member of the new Executive and editor of the official PSUC 
organ TREBALL alse spoke to me about the exceptional situation and of the pressing 
need for a broad collective reflection on the PSUC's situation, ite domestic and 
foreign policy, ite ideological options and its relations with the PCE. A 
“Leninist” and a "critical Eurocommunist,"” he rejects Carrillo's observation 
concerning a “complete turnabout by the PSUC."” Although acknowledging that the 
elimination of the references to Eurocommuniem from the congress documents is not 
4a matter of pure semantics, as claimed by those who are gambling on maintaining 
the PSUC in ambiguity and political confusion. 


It is beth curious and interesting that Claret thinks the same way as Sole Tura 

on two further issuer: first, that there is a minority within the PSUC that would 
like a turnabout and perhaps a break away from the PCE; anu second, that tre key 
to a solution is the PCE Congress. More specifically, he told me: there has been 
4 manipulation and distortion of the demand for democracy, as expressed by the 
outgoing Secretary Gutierrez with respect to the PCE in an attempt to make the 
PSUC a closed and anti-Madrid party. “But where would a break with the PCE lead’ 
To a situation disastrous for everyone, because the communists must have a nation- 
wide strategy and no nationwide strategy is possible without relations with the 
PCE. Consequently, at the same time as we are defending our autonomy and indepen- 
dence and waging our battle for a better democratization of the party, we must 

try to reestablish fraternal relations with the PCE."

RADICAL LEADER INTERVIEWED ON PARTY'S MAIN STANCES 
Madrid LA CALLE in Spanish 22 Dec 80 pp 23-26 


[Interview with Marco Pannella, leader of the Italian Radical Party; date and 
place not given) 


[Text] He has been called a demagogue, an exhibitionist... 
and a provocateur as well. Marco Pannella is the founder 
and central figure of the Italian Radical Party, a sig- 
nificant movement in terme of its electoral importance 

and enormously appealing in terme of its political stances. 
It is an example that several factions in Spanish politics 
wish to imitate. Controversial by definition, Marco Pannella 
explains in this interview some of his movement's main 
stands. 


[Question] The Radical Party seems to have succeeded in partly brightening up 
the dreary Italian political landscape, to the point that many people see the 
approaches and methods of the radicals as a new way of looking at politics. 

What are the differences between the Radical Party's approach and the approaches 
of the traditional parties? 


[Answer] It is difficult to give an anewer that is not systematic, ideological. 
Perhaps it would be intererting to give a phenomenological answer. The 

Radical Party's bylaws are, perhaps, the firet and only contribution to the 
theory of libertarian organization and praxis that we have had in Europe in 

the last 50 years. The main new thing about the Radical Party is that it is 
not a church-party, an exclusive party, a systematic party. It does not have 

a@ screening process; anyone can join. No one can be punished for any reason, 
neither moral nor political...More specifically, a person cannot only be 
affiliated with leftwing organizations but can even belong to rightwing: or 
leftwing terrorist organizations as well. I think that this is an important 
contrast to the concept of a party as a church or a place in which each person's 
total and all-encompassing representation aust come before his own contra- 
dictions. The only thing that the Radical Party asks, with a healthy material- 
ism, is that people pay their dues according to the bylaws, although they also 
have a political obligation to work for the implementation of the resolutions 
of our annual congress. This is the first enormous difference in our party, 
whose decisions are passed by a three-fourths vote, without delegates and with 
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a ban against having party officiale, The party has no oificials, If a person 
holds the party's money, he cannot have any responsibilities in the party under 
the bylaws. The congress ia not called by the executive; it is called by the 
outgoing congress for 12 months later, and therefore if the party secretary 
does not reconvene it, three Radicals can etage the congress, and they will be 
the legal representatives. Phenomenologically, these are the only differences, 
but behind each of these policies there is a different internal cultural 
history. Behind the simple fact that no one in the party can say who can 

join or not, there have been loade of discussions, ideology and bad conscience. 
| prefer to stop here eo that everyone can reflect on what would happen in 

his own party if it adoped just one of these rules, just one, applied to 
Socialists or Communists. 


[Question] So then, its originality boile down to having developed an alter- 
native etructure to the old organizational models? 


[Answer] There are aleo a thousand points of content, historical behavior, 
options. But I think that the etructure of an inetitution (a party is a 
movement that becomes insetitutionalized) is undoubtedly a fundamental element. 
All parties seem Frommian because they talk only about what they are, when 
what they ought to be talking about is what they have. For example, not one 
of these parties talks about its budget, how the party's funds are used, which 
is an essential part of a party's existence. There is not a single party 
among us in which the post of treasurer is not an administrative position, a 
political position. We have only two elected posts in the Radical Party: the 
party secretary and the treasurer. The treasurer is number one-bis, auto- 
nomous and viewed as an element in opposition to the party secretary. Here is 
another example of why I feel that you get to a modus vivendi on the basis of 
structure first. The main thing is how we live. If we live with our minds 
open to feelings, intelligence, diversity, then we are open, as our party is, 
not only to the problems in factories but to sexual problems as well. Urban 
problems can be resolved if the law is also concerned about a citizen's night- 
time hours, about a citizen's body, not just about when he gets tired on the 
assembly line but also about abortion, divorce...and all of these other things, 
such as pollution, the environment, etc. In the medium and long run, I feel 
that the structure of everything, not just a party, is decisive, but there is 
something else even more decisive: the means. The means prefigure the ends. 
It is not true, as our revolutionary and reactionary comrades think, that the 
end justifies the means. 


[Question] Is the Radical Party content to be a minority movement or, on the 
contrary, does it aspire to become the seed of a new majority? 


[Answer] For the structural reasons that I mentioned above, we make annual 
decisions about specific objectives. Obviously, just as the goal cannot exist 
of engineering a revolution for all in 12 months (because that would be a 
revolution for no one), an objective cannot encompass the interests of all 
either, which means that it must encompass a part or a moment of society. 

This does not mean, however, that we are a party of the minority. I have 
always contended thet we are a party of the majority, a party of political 











opposition to the existing politica, but a party that really identifies with the 
people's demands, addressing, for example, sexual probleme through sexual man, 
Another important thing ie that ae libertarians, we do not believe that 
progress necessarily hinges on the uee of power. We tend to think, instead. 
that power uses, rather than is used, that it changes the person who wante it, 
who seeks it. We must cause power to disappear #0 a@ to boost the society's 
ability to govern itself, not the ability of just so many "ghettoes" or classes, 


[Question] The other Italian political groupe m.etrust the Radical Party and 

do not look kindly on ite progress. People of differing views have called you 
personally a big mouth, a demagogue, an exhibitionist...What do you think this 
belligerence stems from? 


[Answer] The tradition of intolerance is deeply rooted in history: the 
Inquisition, the Prague purges...We have to expect lynchings from all those 
people who do not believe in tolerance, dialog, who are afraid and who often 
resort to politics to take shelter from their fear and their inner demons, which 
they have to pin on others. It is interesting to see how every lynching by the 
Catholic and Communist church has always had to make use of personal attacks, 
net for a person's ideas but with claims of ignoble deeds: that a person has 
sold out, is corrupted...There is nothing new under the sun, and this shows that 
they are very afraid of us. But this is not, in fact, what is blocking our 
way. It is something much more up-to-date: censorship, preventing the people 
from knowing so that they can reflect and choose. As a tolerant, nonviolent 
person, I believe deeply in political democracy. The form of political demo- 
cracy is fundamental. And here arises the tragic problem that a political 
democracy presupposes a familiarity with the various proposals and the various 
histories. Today, the mass media are the real power, as is the case in France, 
where we see Giscard d'Estaing ruling all by himself because he is the only one 
who realizes that if he uses radio and television with effective cynicism, in 
an undemocratic way, the adversary is defeated from the start. Without know- 
edge there can literally be no democracy. In reality, what must be protected 
is the people's right to know, to find out through the public media. We must 
realize that nonviolence and, there:ore, democracy are not possible unless 
there is more and more information. The job of a revolutionary force is to 
inform. A contury ago, in fact, socialists and libertarians were interested 

in literacy campaigns. In 1869, even before Italy was unified, Pius IX said 
that the tremendous revolution of the devil, of Satan was free public schooling. 
The pope was speaking up precisely to prevent children from being cast into 

the enlightenment of the devil, the enlightenment of knowledge. We have this 
fear of knowledge among us today, and both leftwing and rightwing papers 

are falling into the trap. 


[Question] The Radicals are the devils of our days, then. 


[Answer] I think so, if in fact struggling and struggling victoriously so that 
as many people as possible can learn as many things as possible is the force 
of the devil, the force of destabilizing the established disorder, not order. 
Thie more than anything else is our hallmark, and we have created extremely 
serious problems by constantly demonstrating that the government cannot abide 
by its own rules. 











\Question) Can the Radical Party serve as 4 bridge between the various 
scattered social sovements’ 


|Anewer) Yes, although unions are not the main problem. ‘e« should not forget 
that at the close of last century the union and the party were the two political 
lege of the clase. it wae fot the union that brought up labor grievances oF 
the party that brought up polities! grievances. Just as we want people to 
think in depth, to think radically about the party's structure, we have to 
reach the same point regarding union etructure, The whion, like the party, 
seome to e ipereasingly nationalized nowadays. The problem is to guarantee 
that 4 social protest has a chance of becoming 4 social proposal. We are a 
party of proposals, not protests, of propositions, not dissent and hatred. 

This, deep down, is the hardest thing to understand because it does not fit 

the mold, Of all the parties we are the least protest-oriented, Thies is another 
thing that partly explains the Radical miracle. Social protests always frighten 
me, just a6 power can at times frighten me, because anything that is done 
irrationally, in rage, carries within iteelf the seed of defeat, even though 

4 person might be very clear about what he wants. This is another of the 
characteristics of the Radicals. When we have proposed legalizing divorce, a)! 
of the party-churches have had to unite in a different way, and we have backed 
thie .eftwing ideal, whichis only brought up in Radical referendums. We 

are increasingly obliged to unite and be victorious, because another feature 

of thie left wing ie that it knows only how to lose. In contrast, thie time 

we were the cement in winning @ political battle in the ephere of social 
grievances: divorce, abortion... 


[Question] in order to assert themselves, are the Radicals doomed to take up 
only those grievances that the other parties downplay or ignore?’ 


|Anewer) You have to understand this. In contrast to what people say, no 
political party has yet submitted economic programs. They have loads of eco~ 
nomic, Pouje@ist grievances, but have never chosen to run in elections on 
the basie of an economic program. We alone have been saying for 20 years now 
that the left and the right ought to present two opposing economic programs. 
it makes no sense for 4 party to get 5, 10, 15, ewen 30 percent of the vote, 
ho matter what its proposed economic program is, if it does not explain how 
and on the basis of what political and parliamentary forces it is going to 
become 4 government program. To govern is to choose, to govern is to sacrifice, 
governing 4 social faction against the interests of another. If the right to 
work is not changed, the organization of production cannot be changed either. 
We have always preferred to delegate thie matter to unions and parties because 
we do not want to form just another union sovement, which would be ridiculous 
(the parties that have done so are more powerless than we are). in this regard, 
we are working on democratic class grievances. We have therefore stressed the 
problems relating to the right of self-organization, the right to demonstrate, 
to have labor disputes...whereas ail of the other parties, from the Christian 
Democrats to the Communists, have supported the fascist law. Above and beyond 
the structure of production, we are the only party waging 4 battle against 
nuclear energy for economic reasons, not just safety reasons, the only party 
in and out of Parliament for both economic and ideological reasons. Why? 











Recause we assert that the organisation of plutonium will kill of f socialion 
once and for ail, There is 4 revolution going on in the world that in one way 
of another will work to our edvantage of disadvantage: computers and plutonium, 
Basically, all Communiet and Socialist parties, a6 parties, have accepted 
nuclear power and plutonium and are etill linked to the view of the cold war 
and detente. Wone of them ic in favor of uhilateral disarmament, whereas we 
have been the only party in the world in favor of unilateral disarmament as 
@ method, with democratic classe @otivations. Now Michael Poot is in favor of 
uiilateral disarmament a6 4 method, We Radicals are the only party that ie 
intensely concerned about the organisation of production, the only party. 
There are intellectuals, pressure, research and study groupe in the Italian 
Communist and italian Socialist parties, but they are not reflected in Parliament, 
Thie explains the apperent miracle of our survival, attacked, ae we are, by 
others. 


[Question] Ase it grows, will the Radical Party be able to resist the temp- 
tation of becoming 4 bureaucracy! 


|Anewer| The newspapers have @isinterpreted our congress. Everyone recognizes 
that we do not have 4 bureaucracy, and we have proposed 4 revision of the 
party's bylaws for August 1982, which gives we 4 year and 4 half to think about 
it. The forees outside the party hawe said: “They want to become a party like 
the reset.” Thies is an intellectual aberration. in other words, since we have 
been winning so far with an antibureaucratic set of bylaws, if we change them, 
it will be in an even more antibureaucratic, even more libertarian direction, 
for the simple reason that if we are winning (being the only party with anti- 
bureaucratic bylaws) and the others are losing, we should do exactly the 
opposite a6 they are doing and become even less orderly, decentralize even 
further, multiply. 


(Question) The future of societies euch a6 Italy's and Spain's is to 4 great 
degree conditioned by the impact that violence has on them. Do the Radicals 
have some sort of strategy for social pacification’ 


|Anewer|) There can be no dowbt that we Radicals are a nonviolent force, because 
we realize that nonviolence is the gost effective way to combat the violence of 
power. Sut we quest aleo say that the problem is to be found in terrorien. 
Terroriem ie @ crutch, 4 necessary 41d, the moet extraordinary means, the ally 
that the state needs in ite violence. As far ae 1 am concerned, 4 terrorist 
hase 4 duty to become « comrade, to desert and to become 4 conscientious 
objector, becavee there is nothing worse than that closed structure that speske 
out on behalf of the nation and of history and then becomes 100 aqurderers who 
decide to kill @ policeman. in thie regard, I think that the left in Italy, 

ae in Spain, has not moved enough intellectually. But they cannot do so, 
because I think that only we are saying that we ought to become conecientious 
objectors, that we have to disarm the state, that we have to withdraw from 

NATO. We, who have gone to jail, hawe credibility and we are saying to the 
young people in ETA-Militer [Basque Patheriand and Liberty-Militery): desert, 
object, because it is always necessary to object to militery structures. We can 
say this. I find it hard to beliewe that Pelipe Gonzalez can say it. He does, 
but with great respect for the state's arny. 
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[Question] Are the Radicals’ style and forme of action for export? 


|Anewer) There is nothing for export here. To export you have to have 4 nation, 
and we are antinationaliete, Oure is net an Italian party; it ie 4 party in 
which the language is predominantly italian, but we are against Rome, ageinet 
Paris and, from thie standpoint, against Madrid too. The recent Argentine 
Nobel prise winner ie a radical of Christian extraction like 4 great many of 

ue and he shares our meane and methods of struggle. Strangely enough, we are 
the ones who are employing traditional methods of struggle: elections, 
referendums, the constitution and others, such as nonviolence, which is 4 
tradition of the proletariat, not the Indians. Wever in their life have the 
Indians practiced political nonviolence, Gandhi did, but he wae 4 man inspired 
by the Weet. The problem ie whether you have a ecientific view or not. Hon= 
Violence ie quch better than terroriem and violence. 


[Question] Membership in political parties ie Light, and the members are, in 
general, passive. Does society need political parties, or on the .ontrary, is 
rejection of them justified? 


|Anewer] People reject certain traite of a party. They reject the sclerosis 
of a party. They reject the parties that are the whole, not 4 part. A party 
is that which becomes part of society. Political democracy is fabulous. it 
ie the only feasible utopie, and the political parties can be something great. 
Spain and Europe urgently want 4 party that can be a reference and rallying 
point for the great majority of honest people, 350,000 of whom gathered in 
Madrid to hail Franco, saying: "We ere here, we are here, we are here.” it is 
with these people that democracy is or ie not made, because except for some 
10,000 of them, who are probably criminals, the rest are poor, frustrated 
people...One can say that the people are never wrong; the ones who are wrong 
are those who are unable to make themselves understood by the people. 


[Question] Is power one of the Radicals’ ambitions? 


[Anewer) No. Our ambition is to reduce government power. We have shown 
structurally that a6 4 party thet does not view power ae 4 tactical force, we 
have surely done more with |,000 or 2,000 gembers than parties with hundreds 
of thousands of members, including comrades outside of Parliament (Lotte 
Continua, Il Manifesto, Avvanguardia Operaia...). We have undoubtedly grasped 
our society better than these other forces. So then, this means thet it is 
aleo intelligent and useful not to want power but, on the contrary, to want to 
make the force of power disappear, to realize thet at times being “poor” does 
hot mean being inferior but, rather, @eans having an element of strength, such 
as the poverty of being unarmed. Saying that you are unearwed does not mean 
being inactive. A person who is armed is inactive. Being unarmed is tantamount 
to being strong. 


We had been talking for more than an hour, when Pannelia, who did not sind 
admitting that he was in Madrid (among other things, to “lend his aid to the 
Radicals in Madrid; just as when I am in Palermo, I am there to help ay 
comrades in Palermo”), decided to end the interview.

[Text] By an overwhelming majority=-95 votes to l}-=-the Storting yesterday approved 
the framework agreement between Norway and the United States on the cont ingency 
stockpiling of equipment for a U.S. Marine brigade in Troendelag. As Foreign 
Minister Knut Prydeniund stressed in the debate, the agreement has the aim of 
fulfilling one of the chief requirements in Norwegian security policy, namely the 
requirement that Norway will be able to receive effective help from ite allies in 

an emergency situation. 


We here are concerned with a measure of a decidedly defensive nature. As has 

been pointed out time and time again the allied equipment stockpiled in Norway is 
solely intended to strengthen the defense of our country, and it will not be used 
unless Norwegian authorities request it. It has aleo been made abundantly clear 
that it will not be possible to place anything in these stockpiles that we ourselves 
do not wish to be there. The stockpiles will be under Norwegian control and 
supervision. The traneport of the reinforcement troops to Norway can only take 
place with the permission of the Norwegian authorities. 


One must, a8 was said in the Storting debate vesterday, have an unusually rich and 
well-developed imagination, ir a very unusual talent for creating suspicion and 
misconceptions, to be able to claim that the limited contingency stockpiling 

now planned could represent 4 threat to other nations. The significance of stock- 
piling lies first and foremost in ite deterrent effect. <A possible future attacker 
vill know that an attack on Norway would lead to open conflict with several NATO 
nations, moet importantly with our etrongest ally, the United States. 


Our aim ie to prevent war, but there must never be any doubt that we would take 
up the fight if we were ever attacked. Our national defenses alone are not strong 
enough to withetand and repulse an attack on Norvegian territory. If the worst 
comes to the worst we will be dependent on our allies. fver since 1949 it has 
been one of Norway's central taske to ensure that circumstances are such that ve 
can receive help from our NATO allies. 


it is the terrible Seviet troop buildup in the northern areas in the last 10 to 
15 years which has made it necessary for us to extend the scope of contingency 
stockpiling, thus ensuring the arrival of allied reinforcements in Norway.

[Editorial: “Contingency Stockpiling" |] 


[Text] We have never considered the contingency stockpiling of heavy military 
equipment in Norway as 4 particularly important issue in iteelf. However, the 
whole question became distorted from the very beginning. This gave the stimulus 
to a debate which went much further than was necessary. At one point the contin- 
gency stockpiling question became a sort of symbol in the debate on the fear of 
nuclear arms, the superpowers’ global strategy and everything to do with the fight 
against military rearmament. At times it possibly seemed that individuals thought 
that the contingency stockpiling of a modest quantity of military materiel in 
Troendelag was the greatest obstacle placed in the way of detente, disarmament and 
peace in the world. 


But gradually the arguments surrounding the real implications of contingency 
stockpiling came to the fore. In this respect the debate has been a useful one. 
After the framework agreement between Norway and the United States was made public-- 
a etep which had never happened in the past, by the way--the debate on contingency 
stockpiling petered out. This makes it possible to describe yesterday's Storting 
debate on the framework agreement as a sort of anticlimax to the debate on this 
issue. The Storting approved the agreement the government has negotiated with the 
United States by an overwhelming majority. 


Ever since Norway entered NATO in 1949, Norwegian defense policy has been founded 
on two major cornerstones. First, Norway must have strong national defenses. 

No matter what happens, it is our own defense capability which will be of the 
greatest importance in the possible confrontation with an attacker. Second, 
NATO membership must guarantee that ve will receive allied reinforcements in a 
crisis situation. 


Right into the seventies defense planning was based on the assumption that these 
reinforcements could be brought in by air and sea. Throughout the seventies the 
Soviet Union's naval forces in the northern regions have undergone such vigorous 
expansion that we must now reckon with considerable problems in transporting 
reinforcements and equipment to Norway by sea in a crisis situation. It would be 
much easier to cut such transports off today than it was in the past. 
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This is 4 new situation which the Norwegian authorities have had to consider and 
find alternative solutions to, The anewer lies in the contingency stockpiling of 
heavy equipment and the transport by air of men and light equipment, 


Contingency stockpiling is nothing new in principle, fver since the 1950's we 
have had contingency stockpiles for air force and naval operations, Now contin=~ 
ge cy stockpiles for land forces have been made necessary by developmente, 


At one point in the debate on these questions it was claimed that contingency 
stockpiling contravenes our base and nuclear policies, We believe that it is more 
correct to say that contingency stockpiling is a precondition of our base policy. 
The stockpiles make bases staffed by foreign troops unnecessary in our country. 

We aleo attach great importance to the consideration that contingency stockpiling 
gives the Norwegian authorities more time to decide whether a crisis situation 
calle for reinforcements from outside or not. It goes without saying that a4 
hurried request for reinforcements would in itself help to exacerbate a crisis 
situation, 


As far ae Norway's nuclear policy is concerned we have difficulty in seeing any 
connection with the contingency stockpiling of the equipment involved here. The 
Labor Party attitude to the question of nuclear policy has been made even clearer 
in the last few months through the initiatives that are being taken to draw up 

a treaty which will fix the Nordic areas 4 nuclear-free area. We also believe 
that this has had a clarifying effect on the debate. 


in the Storting yesterday a few conservative members once again tried to make 
capital out of the fact that the government chose Troendelag for contingency 
stockpiling, whereas a thorough military appraisal concluded that northern Norway 
wae the ideal stockpiling area. We have noted that there are also many military 
arguments for stockpiling in Troendelag. It is also the government's and the 
Storting's responsibility to make political as well as military evaluations. 

Ae far as Norwegian security policy is concerned the most important thing is that 
contigency stockpiling takes place, and not where the stockpiles are to be sited. 
It is contingency stockpiling and not the choice of site which indicates that 
Norway does not stand alone, but will receive reinforcements in a situation in 
which we feel the need for military support.

NATIONAL SECURITY RELATIONSHIPS, ACCESS TO NATO DOCUMENTS 
Lisbon EXPRESSO REVISTA in Portuguese |'5 Nov 80 pp BR-9R 


(Text) On 18 October 1980, EXPRESGO published a news item pertaining to the matter 
of accrediting agencies that should have access to NATO <-- North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization <= documents. 


The text of that news item was what is transcribed below, for the purpose of re- 
freshine our readers’ memories: 


“The government in general and the prime minister in particular do not have access 
to NATO documents, differently from what happens in all the other countries belong- 
ing to the North Atlantic Treaty Organization, because they are not accredited for 
that purpose by the National Security Authority. 


“The only exception is the minister of National Defense, Adelino Amero da Costa, 
who also participates in meetings of NATO defense ministers. 


“This situation stems from the fact that, in Portugal, the NATO National Security 
Authority is directly under the chief of staff of the Armed Forces and has no tie 
with the government, with the result that the NATO central register is concentra- 
ted in the EMGFA [Armed Forces Staff) and there is only a subregister in the Min- 
istry of National Defense. 


“This situation, which is original in comparison with the other NATO members, is 
maintained because of the presidential pocket veto that is affected the government's 
legislative document providing that the NATO National Security Authority should be 
appointed by mutual agreement between the president of the Republic and the prime 
minister. 


The decree-law in question, which aimed at specifying the statutes of that authority 
and also at promoting the adaptation of a transitory structure (moreover lacking 
legal basis) to a definitive structure corresponding to subordination of the mili- 
tary authority to the civil authority, has been held back in the executive mansion 
since May. It is not 4 question of a decree necessarily subject to parliamentary 
evaluation and retention by the president is contrary to what the Constitution 
specifies.” 





National Security Authority Explains 


Following this news ‘tem, the National Security Authority, under the chief of staff 
of the Armed Forces, who was Gen Ramalho Eanes at the time of these events, sent 
EXPRESSO a letter for the purpose of explaining some of the points stressed in the 
above-mentioned news item. 


The National Security Authority, Viee Adm Jose Joaquim de Sa e Melo Cristino, states 
the following in his kind letter: 


"1, EXPRESSO No 416 for '8 October publishes a news item, on the first page under 
the heading of ‘Prime Minister and Government Do Not Have Access to NATO Documents, ' 
in which it is stated that, with the exception of the minister of National Defense, 
the government in general and the prime minister in particular do not have access 
to NATO documents, because they are not accredited for that purpose by the National 
Security Authority. This situation stems from the fact that, in Portugal, the ANS 
[National Security Authority) is directly under the CEMGPA (chief of staff of the 
Armed Forces] and has no tie with the government. 


"2. Because the statement made that the prime minister and the government in gen- 
eral are not accredited, allow me to send you the following explanations: 


“a. The National Security Authority (ANS) is assigned, in Portugal, responsbility 
for safequarding classified NATO information. This includes clearing all individuals 
who need to have access to that information. 


“b. An essentially technical service is involved, which is governed by specific re- 
gulations common to all the Alliance countries. Portugal collaborated in their pre- 
paration, approved the regulations and committed itself to comply with then. 


“ce. Under the pertinent terms, which have been in force for almost 25 years, it is 
not up to the ANS to take the initiative in accrediting [for clearing), but merely to’ 
verify and analyze accrediting proceedings forwarded to it by possible concerned 
agencies. 


“d. This regulatory procedure will always be applied, regardless of what the or- 
ganizational or functional chain of command of the ANS may be or may become. 


e. Under these conditions, members of the government can have NATO clearance, if 
they request it. The pertinent proceedings must be sent to ANS, either directly by 
their offices, or through the governmental NATO subregistries. 


“Jose Joaquim de Sa e Melo Cristino, vice admiral.” 

The Basic Issue 

Both the news item and especially the explanation cannot fail to be analyzed, bear- 
ing in mind the real basic issue, which is the status of the National Security Au- 


thority in the chain of command in Portugal. 


In fact, in most of the NATO member countries, the competent agency for accrediting 
bodies with access to NATO documents is not located outside the government, in a 














parallel structure under the Armed Forces staff. This is what the news item stated, 
and it i6 not denied by the letter from the National Security Authority. 


In Our country, recent practice has been directed <= although without any legal 
basis whatsoever -- toward having the National Security Authority under the staff 
of the Armed Forces and the legal document that attempted to subordinate it to the 
government has not yet been promulgated by the president of the Republic, owing to 
the pocket veto maintained since May of this year. This also did not merit any 
reference in the letter published above. 


Because Of this basic political issue, which cannot be minimized, to the contrary 
of what Vice Admiral Melo Cristino claims, neither the prime minister nor various 
other members of the government have requested clearance for access to NATO docu- 
ments. 


Therefore, thus, it is rot true that the reason presented by EXPRESSO for that non- 
accrediting is incorrect, as Vice Armiral Cristino's letter wants to have us be- 
lieve. 


According to this letter, there would be no connection between the fact that the 
prime minister and the government in general are not accredited and the functional 
position of the National Security Authority. 


Now, the truth is that this connection does exist, and the nonaccrediting of the 
prime minister and of the government in general stems from an anomalous situation, 
even in legal terms, that is observed with regard to the functional position of 
the National Security Authority. 


A Merely Technical Operation 


Besides, it seems to be inferred from Vice Admiral Cristino's letter that the pro- 
cedure for clearance for access to NATO documents takes on a strictly technical as- 
pect, almost appearing as if the function of the National Security Authority in 
Granting clearances is vaque. 


It maght be said that the agencies concerned intending to comply with the regulatory 
requirements for access to NATO documents should apply to the National Security 
Authority, which would verify and analyze the clearance proceedings, without evidence 
of an outstanding role of that authority in judging on the candidates. 


The real Situation is, however, considerably more complicated. 


Today, EXPRESSO is publishing the confidential indivicual form that the candidates 
for accrediting gust fill out. 


In it, in addition to the normal identification deta and other suprlementary data 
pertaining to the candidate, exhaustive information is required on the father, the 
mother, the brothers and sisters, the spouse, the spouse's father, the spouse's 
mother, the spouse's brothers and sisters and children over 'f years old. 


In addition, the foreign countries in which the applicant or the spouse have lived 
at some time, all the trips abroad in the last '0 years, all posts and duties in the 
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last 10 years, placesof residence in Portugal in the last 10 years, other persons 
not family members who shared the applicant's room or apartment, as well as ac~ 
cessory aspects regarded to be of interest in evaluating the accrediting proceed- 
ings, are investigated, 


As is obvious, we have before us a questionnaire definitely political in scope and 
not merely technical. 


Moreover, there have already been cases of refusal of clearance for access to NATO 
document, only because the applicant omitted a trip abroad from the large number of 
trips that he had taken in the last 10 years. 


Publication of this individual form, with the knowledge of the EMGFA services, in 
the photocopies inserted on these two pages, makes it possible to understand what 
the actual role of the National Security Authority is, why that role cannot be mini- 
mized and the real importance of it position in the chain of command in relation to 
the government (as happens in most of the NATO countries) or in relation to the 
chief of staff of the Armed Porces (as is happening uniquely in Portugal).

Election Projections, Unknown Factors

[Text] It was inevitabl.. In the opinion of some, the Portuguese electorate voted 
intelligently last Sunday. It was, as Natalia Correia exclaimed, "the victory of 
intelligence over the mob attitude." In the opinion of others, they voted stupidly, 
so stupidly that, as centrist leaders predict, “they will pay dearly for it, very 
dearly.” 


An exhaustive assessment was made by computers, analysts, technicians and "experts." 
Everything was accounted for, itemized and broken down, but nevertheless it is all 
still unclear, because in these matters, as in others, we are in the realm of the 
unknown. 


Hence, a culture with lack of culture (of the unconscious) such as ours requires 
different treatment, to enable us to lend it breath and warmth. 


The newsmen who covered the election campaign were the first to be publicly surpris- 
ed by the crowds (or lack thereof), out on roads and indoors at rallies, with the 
ritual applause and protest, exuberance and distrust. 


Those who viewed dispassionately the indifference with which General Soares Carneiro 
was met, a declining specter in a death-shroud candidacy, did not eye one another 
at the results of the polls. 


Those who viewed emotionally the irrepressible gains of General Ramalho Eanes were 
not shocked by the outpouring of final votes for hia. 


But all those who viewed with distress the mournful dirge of Saturday's funerals 
eyed one another and were shocked. 


They wondered. 
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The Realm of Intuition 


However, behind the heavy cloak of electoral fantasy, the politicians, the parties, 

the candidates and the propagandists did not even notice, during the final period of 
the campaign, the lack of substance between the fiction and the reality of what was 

being staged. 


Hence the apprehension, the worry, the triumphaliem and the uncertainty that we found 
in them when the roulette wheel was spinning. 


The abuse and the blackmail directed by AD [Democratic Alliance] against Eanes (Sa 
Carneiro called them mere political criticiem) were the first wind to ruffle the 
“deep ewell” of unbroken solidarity.

Sidonio Pais, Salazar, Cunhal, Mario Soares, Sa Carneiro, Ramalho Eanes, Otelo, 
Vasco Goncalves, Lurdes Pintasilgo: the mechaniems of their influence are the same.

[Text] I voted, as nearly 6 million Portuguese did; and, like them, I weighed my 
individual vote. Hence, it is as a voter that I take this occasion to reconsider 
my vote; but not as an historian or an “intellectual,” because I need time and 
pause to exercise my professional responsibility, in addition to which I viscerally 
disagree with the craze of Portuguese “intellectuals” that is moreover typical 

of backward countries, in expressing instant opinions on each and every subject: 
The status of a professional in the area of ideas does not give one a right to 
coerce the opinion of officials in other professions. It does require reflection 
on the mechanisms for forming opinion, starting with one's own. 


Having said this, I voted, and I voted for the one who won. But now, as before I 
voted, I wonder whether I “voted well." However, before making my misgivings 
public, it befits me to rejoice over one thing that is certain: Representative 
democracy operated fully on 7 December; in other words, it dissociated classes and 
interests, in short, it rid the society of its corporative quality, causing us, 
regardless of the motivation of each individual, all (to be interpreted as the 

3 million-odd political atoms that voted for the winner) to vote in the same way, 
delivering ourselves with a will that was well wrapped and tied, like a birthday 
gift, to an individual and his “entourage” that was more or less a joint option. 
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Perfect. The result was that, from the Asoreane used to voting for PPD | Popular

Certainly net; for if we have perceived anything from 
politics, we should realiee that the presidential election has nething to do with 
“plans;" although each individual has certainly ineerted hie own, in the rather 
indirect manner of 4 emall cross in 4 equare. Then what unites use? The fear of 
fasciem? I don't think that there were many for whom such 4 scare was any more than 
thie! 4 seare, such a8 4 return te Goncalvies, for example. Then could it have been 
a vote against the AD goverament’? It is unbelievable that half a million persons 
have changed their opinion, in just 2 @onthe, regarding the ability of the AD 
government, which moreover has been proven, to manage the modest business affaires 
of Portuguese-style capitalian, 


Then could it have been the desire for stability? If it were that (and if it were 
fitting, it would be the same thing), then there is a sixup in the parte of the 
equation, and political stability has been exchanged for stability of individuals.

Logical, Mmotteonal, Situational Pactors

[Text] The reasone which motivated the direction of the vote last Sunday on the part 
of these who were undecided a few daye earlier represent an unknown factor, 


1, Tt te thought that Sa Carneiro's death may have played 4 decisive role in the 
voting of the undecided, and various hypotheses have been put forth, such as: a. 
that incident benefited the voting for Soares Carneiro, because to vote for Soares 
Carneiro would represent “tribute” and “paying last respects” to the former prime 
minister; b. Sa Carneiro's death aay have benefited the vote for Eanes, because, 
on the new political scene, he would be the leader who “offered the most security,” 
c, Eanes benefited, because voting for Soares Carneiro without Sa Carneiro would 
mean “giving 4 blank check to an unknown person,” according to some, or being “a 
servant of the old regime,” according to others; 4. Eanes would aleo benefit owing 
to the fear produced among the voters to his left that the emotional blackmail 
cartied out after the prime minister's death would give the victory to Soares Car- 
neiro, 


When one reade the results of the polle as reported by the press, there are some 
indicators which point to the possibility that those undecided between Eanes and 
Soares Carneiro, Eanes and other right wing candidates, and also Soares Carneiro 
and others of the right, would vote mainly for Soares Carneiro, on the basis of 
hypothesis a; and those undecided between Eanes and Otelo would vote for Eanes on 
the basis of hypothesis b. 


Then the great beneficiaries would be Soares Carneiro, on the one hand, and Eanes, 
on the other; and the great victia of damage would be Otelo Saraiva de Carvalho. 
However, we all remember that, as early ae 1976, we wondered about the effect of 
Pinheiro de Azevedo's heart attack on the voting for that candidate. And in 1976, 
as now, many hypotheses were raised, but none of them was ecientifically confirmed. 
Insofar as | know, none of the opinion studies on the voting intentions used the 
panel method, 4 method which consists of questioning the same sample at different 
times. Thies would be the best means of ascertaining changes in the voting inten- 
tions throughout the precampaign and the electoral campaign, and of learning the 
mechaniems finally determining the direction of the vote. An investigation of this 
type is not complex, and it has been made in some European countries since 1940, 
when Bereleon and Lasareseld started this kind of study, during the election campaign 
in which Wilkie and Roosevelt were opponents. 


2. The politicians and commentators close to Eanes claim that the people voted 

“in a consistent, intelligent manner, and did not allow themselves to be manipulated 
by the pressure from the news media.” The politicians close to Soares Carneiro 
claim that a vote for Eanes was 4 vote “for the best known candidate, who knew best 
how to use power in his favor.” 








Nowever, in October the AD vote was analysed by the opposition as 4 result of the 
manipulation of the news media; and the opposition vote was, indeed, the conscious 
vote, According to the AD polittetans and commentators, the people voting for thie 
politteal group in October “voted consistently with themselves and with their intel- 
ligence.” In other words, when the majority of vetes goes in the direction of the 
comentator's views, our people, idealised entity, are intelligent and conscious, 
acting for reasons that are their mm, But when the majority of votes is contrary 
to the commentator's opinien, then the people acted for reasons dissociated from 
them, at the behest of pressure mechanieme. This dichotomy, of external pressure 
mechanieme versus consciousnese-intelligence, would therefore not appear to make 

ue progress far in understanding the voters’ decision. 


We all know that voting behavior ie a result of the confluence of internal emotiona’ 
and logical factors, and situational factors, What we do not know, nor shall we 
know, unless conditions are created for an empirical investigation in thie area, 

ie the type and relative influence of those emotional, logical and situational 
factors in the context of our society. The systematic exploration of the resulte 
of the seven elections held since 25 April could, of itself, offer some anewers 

to the questions now confronting us. However, if the necessary research is not 
developed in this area, we shall continue to be dependent on the commentators who 
are engaged in paychology and sociology, and on the sociologists or psychologists 
who are engaged in political commentary.

liowever, to the majority of members and leaders of AD itself, even though religious 
faith gay be @ personal component, the lack of comprehension probably occurred on 
a fore secular level, without seeking impossible, transcendental explanations for 
the “tragedy,” of for "a brutal accident” which completely upset the factore in the 
political eituation, “Accident” and “tragedy” denote the absurd, the dreadful 
chance, the inexplicable and what overwhelms the uaual reasons. A sacred aura 
surrounde the Portuguese political process, which could generate a Sa Carneiro 
mythology that might prove useful i the attempt to continue AD's political design. 


Thies consideration, without any pretensions other than those allowed a philosophy 
instructor within the short space of 4 newspaper article, is aimed at suggesting 
that there ie a profound logic in what hae occurred, in addition to the chance factor. 


Power and Death 


in the early chapters of the Judaeo-Christian Bible, the ayth of so-called “original 
sin” associates several themes, two of which 1 would like to emphasize: The expul- 
sion of Adam and tve from the paradise of Eden, resulting from the violation of 
divine law, and disobedience to the founding power of life, leads as a result to 
the reality of death. tn the ayth, death ie 4 result of power and law, a6 it is in 
the Gospel. 


The peychoanalytical theory concerning the Greek ayth of Oedipus also associates the 
power of law and death in the center of the concept of sublimation of sexual drive: 
in the laet formulation, in 1920, Preud dared to mention 4 death impulse or instinct 
as 4 decisive factor in the structuring of the human unconscious, on 4 par with the 
erotic impulse (that is also present in the Genesis myth). That death impulse, 
although it ie challenged by some, would explain the repression of the sexual impulse 
and ite sublimation in reason; that is to say, it would explain the advent of the 
prohibition of incest, in brief, the paternal lav, which to Freud was the source of 
ali law and ali power. 


Aithough I do mot think that this theory explains everything that one would like 
explained, | think that it nevertheless gives a sufficient explanation of this pre- 
cise question of the relationship between power and death. Each one of us human 
beings, in what is termed our psychology, depends on two quite different and autono- 
mous logics, two complexes of social structures: the parental, which Freud analyzed, 
and the political, and its state rationale, which is the object of political socio- 
logy. The first logic dominates the training of the child that we begin by being, 
with a duality between love and aggression, between libido and the death impulse, 
which can be “balances” or “imbalances” of different kinds, depending on the concrete 
history of each individual. But when we occupy 4 place in the social system that is 
politically dominated by the state, our peychology becomes subject, also in varying

Jeafees, to Che etructufal logic (economic, political and ideological) whieh is 
that of the tetal sectety, and to the confliets of interests which permeate it. 
Then the erotic impulse and the death impulse are balanced (er not) on the twofold 
pressure of paternal power and state power, 


‘hie pressure te exerted in a different way and is obviously stronger with regard 
to the latter, the gore the tndividual adheres to the logic of economic and poli- 
tical power, the more hie “Life plan” is selected on the basie of the place that he 
ovcuples of would like to occupy in the social organigation, and on the basis of the 
political and/or economic ambition, ae it te usually termed, of eaeh individual, 





‘hat logic ie @ logle of competition and struggie: in order to climb the hierar- 
chical ladder of society, one q@uet get ahead of others, and learn to exercise powet 
over those below: The harshness required by this logic takes precedence over tender= 
ness, understanding and tolerance, which from that standpoint are often seen as being 
virtues of the weak, of those who are not gentioned in history. The profit motive, 
productive rationality and the state rationale therefore have hardening effects, 
tempered by social etiquette, it is true (which is aleo extremely inflexible) in 

the psychology of the individuals who rise in the hierarchy. Power ie for those 

whe are hard, 


Dietatorship and Democracy 


in times of social crisis, this hardness shows its features, as Salazar demonstrated 
in an exemplary fashion: Stiffness in the model proposed for the Portuguese society, 
stiffness in speech, stiffness in behavior (a son of one of hie sinisters told ae 
thet in times such as those they used to tremble in every audience granted them by 

the leader to deal with the affaires of hie minietry, and that the Council of Ministers 
seldom met), stiffness in the police and censorship, etc. 


Semoctacy, where the conditions allow for it, requires a different tactic, especially 
during 4 period of “mass media” domination. The hard person, in order to convince 
his voters, must know how to emile, and to become an actor (to the point where an 
actor like BR. Reagan could become a political leader). What will typify democracy, 
from this standpoint, is not by any @eans the disappearance of the relationship 
between power and death, but rather its @oderation with the necessary tolerance 

that will prevent too auch stiffness in the aodel, forcing the state rationale to 
adapt iteelf more malleably to the rationale of the various social partners. The 
hardness continues, on the side of efficiency, but combined with a emile to convince; 
a duality ie established between what is really happening, where matters are decided, 
and the ostensible scene disclosed publiciy. Unlike what is sometimes claimed, in 
politics,too, what appears does not always exist. 


This logic which associates power as 4 structural rationale and death, more force- 
fully with regard to the economic and state areas than in that of the family, affects 
in particular ail those who attain office with great power, as well as the so-called 
popularity. One often observes a very popular actor or singer ceasing to lead a 
life like everyone else, with his chances of Living curtailed (poor John Lennon). 
How aany writers have lost their way; how aany philosophers have lost their intei- 
lectual capacity, rising to the top rank. But how aany petty leaders as well, how 
many ambitious people who have sot arrived, how gany dedicated political militants 
ate there, who are similarly victims of the deep relationship between power and 





death which any sectety experiences! hardness and analety have their origins there, 
it ts in this context of comprehension, although it has been depicted in a simplie- 
tic manner, that it seems to me the case of Sa Carneiro can be analyzed, 


The Bipolarteation 


tte certainly was a hard person, but quite different from others such as Freitas do 
Amaral, Alvaro OCunhal or Mario Soares, each of whom has hie nuances, and the third 
certainly being the one most marked by democratic tolerance. We himself described 
himeelf one day, in an interview with HM, Joao Aviles, ae a “political animal;" in 
other words, a8 someone to whem politics was primarily 4 game of betting and struggle, 
unlike the other three individuals mentioned, who are more career men and members of 
the apparatue, more inclined to gear themselves to the reality of politics than to 
force that same reality wherein politicians generally engage in politics. Sa Car- 
netro,and in thie reepect he wae close to Salazar, created politics. For example, 
he created the bipolarization in this country, the success of which was proven by 
the two legislative victories of AD. 


When the revolutionary hypothesis was eliminated by 25 November, two scenarios were 
possibie: One likely one, which Eanes embodied, would entail the famous central 
bloc, with a PSD [Social Democratic Party)-PS [Socialist Party] alliance, which 

was refused firet by Mario Soares and, when he was defeated, was later opposed by 
Sa Carneiro. The second, which was unlikely and thought up by the deceased leader, 
wae that of the bipolarization. The latter was created from scratch (except that 
1974-75 laid the groundwork for it, and the PC agreed to it as an accomplice) by 
the geniue of Sa Carneiro: 4 leadership won from PSD with the exclusion of the “cen- 
tral bloc” cadres and Eanists who went to the Front; a creation of AD, the electoral 
successes confirmed ite strategy. The latter entailed what we all know, the famous 
famous referendum, which has now disappeared( with AD showing that it won only 40 
percent etrength against Eanes), and met with a more difficult obstacle than that 
posed by the future ASDI [Independent Social Democratic Association): Eanes did not 
give in, and became the enemy to be defeated. 


Rhi-Carneiriem and the Air Disaster 


Although it appeare to me that Sa Carneiro was on the side of Salazar, creating 
political situations, the differences are also obvious: The archaic stiffness of 
the 1930 model is in contrast to 4 perspective counting on technical progress and 
on Burope, which therefore has the democratic mechanisms. Sa Carneiro counted on 
ousting Eanes democratically, and had to run an AD candidate against hin. 


This wae the fatal mistake of Sa Carneiro which political memoirs may be able to 
explain a dozen years hence: the selection of another Carneiro, much closer to the 
Salazariet model that was refused. It was fatal, because the viability of the pola- 
rization depended simultaneously on the similarity and the difference between the 
two models: that of Sa Carneiro and that of Salazar. The difference, gained by 

the dissociation from Marcelo Caetano, was reduced with the recovery of the former 
secretary of Angola. 


Sa Carneiro realized the mistake too late to correct it, and staked everything: Since 
only democracy was viable, one Carneiro had to be transfigured into another, using 





the machinery of the news media, Eanes’ election campaign traversing the country 
warned the leader that he could not disregard that area, which had to be danultiplied 
in physical, chariematic presence everywhere, The fact ie that PSD is himself, AD 

is himself, the gowernment is himself, Soares Carneiro te himself; and he is the 
power, 


hut power i¢ aleo death. Porte and not Setubal, to go and return the seme night, 

to be there and to be here, and etill over there: that te what the choice of the 
unfortunate airplane dictated. From what one learned from the press, and from 

what was claimed there (it was he who decided to continue on when the engine finally 
started), one infers that the decision was still his, an offepring of the same deci~- 
sion which imposed bipolarization on us, which created AD, and which created the 
implacable hysteria of the right wing press. tt is true that the airplane might 
have flown, and the invest.gation will give different mechanical or bureaucratic 
reasons for the imponderable move that was made. But the logic of the disaster 
resided in the long political wager, and the tmpulee of power and death, which made 
Sa Carneiro a different polittctan. 


Love to the Death 


This text aleo suffers from the cruelty of death, which ie that of the reason and 
logic that it feveals. However, compensation has been designed for the image of the 
late leader that will endure. The love in him is not subject to the state rationale 
that inspired him. Sa Carneiro refused to allow power to destroy his potential for 
love. The presence of Snu Abecassia on the plane accentuates the tragedy (as does 
that of the others who were with them), and leaves a symbol: Sa Carneiro also loved 
to the death. In this respect aleo, there is a difference from Salazar: Francisco 
de Sa Carneiro was 4 man. 


Voter Shifts to Eanes

[Text] Participation in politics revolves around two poles loaded with emotion and 
affection: fear and hope. Fear of the unknown future which may be brought by the 
ideology of progress and change predominates in the conservative, traditionalist 
camp. There, they prefer security, immobility and a return to the past, because 
at least that is already familiar; hence no major surprises or inconveniences may 
be expected. “Anyone in good circumstances leaves things alone” and tried to per- 
suade others that calmmess is worth more, even at the cost of injustice to many, 
than the upset of change. 


Unrest and anxiety find backing and justificat‘on in the authoritarian political 
leader. This is why the right easily trusts vidential individuals, pseudo- 
redeemers and paternal or paternalistic leaders. They are irreplaceable; once 
they have disappeared, either by accident or defeat, the electoral masses become 
confused, anxious and lose their assurance and calmness. I recail 4 comment made 
by Fernao Lopez concerning the Revolution of 1383: “All those from the city, both 
great and small, were agitated by fearful thoughts.”

In the recent case of the presidential elections, it was not everyone from the city, 
but only those from the conservative falange of the city who were agitated by the 
sudden, very ead disappearance of their herald, defender and guide. The floating 
electorate, without 4 party, a8 well as some of the sympathisera of the Democratic 
Alliance, cast their votes for the candidate Ramalho Eanes. They saw hia for what 
he really is: an independent, sensible and honorable persen, who has ineured the 
permanence of the regime for 4 years. 


Dr Sa Carneiro did not leave successors in his party, in AD or outeide of then, 
Soares Carneiro was not equipped to victoriously withatand the sudden loss of the 
man who was the backbone of the group supporting him. Voters who were undecided 
or unconvinced abandoned him, placing their hopes in Ramalho Eanes, and entrusting 
to him the defense of the liberties that the defeated general wae incapable of 
guaranteeing. 


The death of Sa Carneiro makes us wonder once again whether or not there are irre- 
placeable tndividuale Under certain circumstances, it would appear that there are. 


Reasons for Eanes’ Victory

[Text] | have already had occasion to write that the AD vote in the elections of 5 
October surprised me. The almost exclusive contact with the political group which 
thinks in a closed circle deceived we. The fact that Mario Soares, FRS [Socialist 
Republican Front) and the renewal of the PS style and dynamics in that campaign 
mobilized the populations that were contacted impressed on me what I knew well: that 
the left running in the elections is still not a government alternative, except with 
alliances which were not implied in its electoral program, perhaps quite the contrary. 
And AD has proven that it knows how to govern, although toward the right and, as we 
shall observe, with great demagogy. 


The electorate in a state of formal, institutional democracy desires someone who will 
govern it with stability, and will allow it to devise not only strategies for living, 
but even for opposition and resistance to the government itself. Therefore, it must 
know what it has available. it is possible that the majority of the Portuguese popu- 
lation is socialist; But the left does not yet know how to, or cannot govern as 
socialiet; and in the government it has finally taken all possible initiative from 
the population, because even the possibility of being a consistent opposition has 
been taken away from it. 


After 5 October, when I recalled all this, which I had forgotten in my enthusiasm, I 
wae left with one certainty, which the way in which the presidential election can- 
paign took place confirmed: The reasons that prompted the Portuguese people to 
vote for AD would lead them to vote for Eanes. The intelligence of ascertaining 
where the one who could govern was would point to Eanes as the only possible presi- 
dent. This was confirmed in exemplary fashion in the first ballot, which appeared 
more like a second one; so the electorate refused all useless votes (blank ones, 
invalid ones and those for the four lesser candidates), concentrating on the two 
principal ones. 

















Waving said this, I shall bring up the aspects of a paychological analysis that 
appear to have been in motion in these elections, 


Three Very Different Men 


in Portugal sinee 25 April politics is the achievement toward which the Portuguese 
people have moet directed their impulses. No country in Burope, except perhaps 
italy, lives so impelled toward political activity. Wot even the mediocrity of 
political speeches, a6 is often the case, seems to tire it. It is in political 
activity that the populace projects ite “fantasies,” its desires, its aggressiveness 
and ite conflicts. 


As has been remarked recently, three very different men succeeded in polarizing those 
unconscious sentiments: Mario Soares, Eanes and Sa Carneiro. (There have been others, 
namely, Vaeco Goncalves and Otelo. There would have been still others, if they had 
not avoided it, keeping a low profile publicly, such as Melo Antunes and, in his 
fashion, Cunhal. Lurdes Pintasilgo indicates the same type of association. Oddly 
enough, after Salazar there do not seem to have been any right wing political lead- 
ers, Perhaps Amaro da Costa was in that direction.) 


All three have tn common the fact that they are not intellectuals (something that 

is rare among Portuguese politicians), and have a human personality that is very 
rich and complex, as well as quite similar to the basic psychological structure of 
Portuguese culture. All three like what they do, when they engage in politics; they 
like people, mixing and taking risks; they are solidary, and live people. 


But all three are different. Mario Soares, filled with political intuition, has lost 
popularity because he has not been able to find dynamics of his own for progress 
since 1975. After any unsteadiness that he may have felt with respect to any situ- 
ation, he seems to have been incapable of pulling himself together. For example, 

he lives constantly in the past, on the image that he had and foisted on the Portu- 
guese people as if they were ethically obliged to have a political loyalty to that 
image. 


In this respect, Eanes and Sa Carneiro were lucky, because they had no image, or 
almost sone. They were forced to construct it, and thus were more dynamic. Sa 
Carneiro took hold and won because of his enthusiasm and courage, despite the fact 
that he was not, Like the other two, a “hard” type, but rather very frail, a frailty 
that was evident behind his “stone-hurling in the bog.” Because of his dedication, 
because of the entire manner in which he was involved in matters, because of the kind 
of artlessness and good faith with which he built a policy that was the opposite of 
this, all based on voluntarism, Sa Carneiro was not a politician. His charisma was 
the party and mass leadership. But he never knew how to engage in politics, and his 
entire career, from the opposition in the former National Assembly to his death in 
an airplane off course wichdefective pilots, heading desperately for Porto to try 

to save an inconsistent plan,was an unbridled race outside his political and per- 
sonal orbit, to the point where it became impossible for him to turn back. It was 
one in which the theatrical blows and tactical "feints" (but in which he believed) 
substituted for his inability to learn how to proceed in order to realistically 
achieve an ideological and program plan. 
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The Numan Side of Eanes 


With reapect to Sa Carneiro, Eanes has an image of a benevolent father, or older 
brother, with a good Oedipus identification, Eanes, without experience in political 
activity and theorization, has such human firmness and a sense of the groundrules 

of life tn soctety that he can do without the former, or find someone to back him 

in those areas with stability (which Sa Carneiro could not do). Eanes, like Sa 
Carneiro, knew how to captivate the Portuguese people, winning the campaign from 

the adversary when the latter attempted to destroy him (a test in which Mario Soares 
was defeated when it went against him and when he used it against the other two), 

He did it because, behind hie serious, aloof image, he always disclosed an ingratiat- 
ing human presence and, although he was also hare), great humility (these are not 
moral, but psychological descriptions). Eanes caught on because, without ever ceas- 
ing to be president of the republic, he earned a “degree in political science” during 
these 4 years, and we all observed him going to classrooms, “bucking” exams, often 
passing brilliantly, and on other occasions receiving low grades, and even "flunking" 
sometimes. Without voluntariem nor fanfare (th latter is a privilege of CDS), he 
succeeded, although with hesitation, but without giving in either to parties or 
personal interests, in maintaining a political orientation, a fidelity, a solida~ity 
and an authority that are unmatched among Portuguese politicians. 


That human side of Eanes has had a quite unique result in the present Portuguese 
political process, which lends a certain basis to the discredited claim of AD that 
Eanes’ reelection is retrogression to 1975. That capacity for identifying himself 
completely with the office, without losing any of the human cultural dimension that 
is inherent in him, aroused hope among various sectors of the populace, increasingly 
constrained by party sectarianism and opportunism. It was the hope that it was pos- 
sible to participate in political activity without using only bad faith; something 
which seemed to have been given up since the time of the PREC, wherein all the dreams 
and utopias of brotherhood were possible. To many, Eanes’ reelection represented 
the fulfillment, in 1980 and in a more official manner, of the hope of 25 April: 

the possibility of combining political stability with the quality of human relations. 
In this hope, Eanes did not include only the social groups that have been excluded 
from partisan political activity: the youth, women, the elderly, fishermen, writers, 
artists, etc. He also included, proving the soundness of Portuguese culture which 
has been stifled for so many years, groups of business owners, higher and medium- 
level technicians, university personnel and renowned politicians, all with their 
immediate material interests, better protected by AD, but for whom the way in which 
AD's plan proposes to institutionalize Portuguese life, promised, on the other hand, 
the recovery of a certain “surplus value," and the inevitable loss of the entire 
“surplus benefit.” 


What Would Have Happened? 


[wo questions remain definitively unanswered: What would have happened if Sa Car- 
neiro hed had the strength to oppose those surrounding him and if, assuming his 
family situation, he had run against Eanes or against Soares? The only answer 
possible to this question now is that, while the two party leaders were so desirous 
of running, and both were at the point of doing so, neither of them would dare to 
take the step. 
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The other question is that of learning what would have happened on 7 December if Sa 
Carneiro had not died, We shall never know. In principle, Sa Carneiro's death could 
have favored Lanes, increasing hie votes by creating 4 possible insecurity about AD 
and about Seares Carneiro’s performance, and concentrating the votes more, votes 
which would perhaps have been more dispersed during Sa Carneiro's lifetime. As for 
the shameful political and propaganda use made of the burial of the prime minister 
by the news media, particularly TV, on the eve of the elections, it probably had 
Little result. Perhaps some votes for Eanes would have gone to Soares Carneiro, 

as 4 last wish of the deceased leader. But perhaps only individuals who already 
intended to cast their vote for that general would have had that motivation. In 
the Beiras and Tras-os-Montes, where there is more strong man leadership, Soares 
Carneiro may have had some advantages with the television reports, which brought 
about a phenomenon of emotional identification of Soares Carneiro with Sa Carneiro. 
But these are mere hypotheses, which could only be verified by a field study. 


Investment and Adhesion 


When we claim and develop the notion that politics in Portugal is experienced in a 
particularly impulsive way (and then in an irrational way, in the Cartesian sense), 
we are : t attempting to lend it a negative feature. That investment of the essential 
forces in politics is only negative when it consumes too much energy from the activi- 
ty of production and services (not very exciting among us) and from the life of family 
and sociocultural relations. On the other hand, the irrational aspect of this type of 
political behavior is only dangerous for the participants themselves when it ceases 
to be intelitgent: in other words, for those classes of the population whose Living 
conditions exclude them from an intuitive understanding of their lives, their inte- 
rests, their conflicts and their plans. These are, obviously, the urban classes 

who have no sociocultural life of their own. 


It should also be noted that the investment in, and close adhesion to a political 
personage does not necessarily mean a vote for that person. Observe Soares. Even 
an irrational vote, provided it is intelligent, has reasons that the heart does not 
know. Moreover, Eanes, for example, could maintain the same adhesion that has been 
projected, the same political adhesion, but not be suited for other circumstances 
and, without losing the popular support, could lose the vote. This is something 
which Sa Carneiro refused to understand during the last days of his life, insofar 
as he himself was concerned. 


So long as we live with a cultural structure wherein the unconscious intelligence 
still has a place, we sophisticated intellectuals will always be surprised by the 
population's behavior.

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BASQUE PROVINCES GAIN FINANCIAL, TAXING AUTONOMY 
Muet Pay Quota 
Madrid YA in Spanish 3! Dec 80 p 10 


[Excerpts] The Council of Ministers yesterday approved the bill regulating the 
economic agreement between the state and the Basque Country. The joint 
commission had reached an overall compromise on the agreement on Monday. All 

of this was done in accordance with the constitution, whose first additional 
provision states that "the constitution protects and respects the historic 

rights of foral territories. The foral system in general shall be brought up-to- 
date, when appropriate, within the framework of the constitution and of the 
autonomy statutes." 


The first economic agreements with the Basque Country date back to 1878 and were 
renewed in 1894, 1899, 1904 and 1926. As a result of the Civil War, however, 

in 1937 the chief of state abolished them by decree for Vizcaya and Guipuzcoa, 
though they remained in effect for Alava, with renewals in 1952 and 1976. This 
is, hence, the traditional system that has governed tax relations between the 
state and the Basque Country (foral delegations) since the creation of the 
modern Spanish treasury under all political regimes (the monarchy stemming from 
the restoration, Primo de Rivera's dictatorship, the Second Republic, etc. 


The economic agreements constitute a special brand of financial and taxing 
autonomy. Under them, the Basque Country replaces the State Treasury in 
levying and collecting almost all taxes, while contributing an annual quota to 
help pay for the obligations not assumed by the Basque Country. 


Included are all State Treasury taxes, except customs receipts, the taxes 
collected by government monopolies (the tax on oil and its derivatives and the 
luxury tax on tobacco) and the tax on alcoholic beverages. 


The economic agreement meticulously regulates the circumstances that determine 
the territorial jurisdiction of the State Treasury and the Basque Country, 
using a series of criteria or points of reference that can be summarized as 
follows: the regular residence of physical persons for income and capital tax 
purposes; the regular residence of a taxpayer for estate tax purposes; the 
territory in which companies pursue their operations for corporate tax purposec 
(when companies do business in both territories, the tax will be apportioned 
between the state and the Basyue Country in accordance with the proportion of 
business in each), with the same criterion applied in the case of dividend, 
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interest and payroll withholdings; the location of real estate ho'dings for 
tranefer tax purposes; the place where the taxable action is performed (sale, 
delivery, rendering of service, ete? for commerce and luxury tax purposes; the 
location of urban and rural assets for land tax purposes, etc. 


The economic agreement that has been approved is an up-to-date agreement con- 
sistent with the present-day Spanish economy, the existence of a single market 
and the indisputably free movement of goods and individuals throughout Spain. 
Hence, the former regulatory autonomy (whereby the foral institutions were able 
to issue regulations governing the taxes that had been agreed upon) had to be 
placed in @ broad national context. This had already been taken into account 
in the Basque Country home rule statute, which stipulated that "the competent 
institutions in the historic territories shall be able to maintain, establish 
and regulate, within their borders, a system of taxation, in accordance with the 
state's general tax structure and the regulations contained in the agreement 
itself for purposes of coordination, fiscal uniformity and cooperation with 

the state,” 


In this regard, the agreements reached respect the system of fueros (privilege 
or exemption) on the one hand, and unity on the other. Thus, the Basque 
Country will coordinate with and support the estate, and the exercise of its 
legitimate autonomy will not, therefore, cause economic distortions or unfair 
competition or impair the free movement of individuals and capital or the 
economic allocation of resources. In short, under the agreement the Basque 
Country's tax burden will be the same as the rest of Spain's. 


Indirect taxes (commerce and luxury taxes) will be the same. The corporate 
tax will also be identical for companies operating in both territories, and 
lastly, personal taxes on income and capital, which aim at a more just dis- 
tribution of income and wealth, among other things, will be identical, except 
for some administrative peculiarities in the former. 


In this connection, a joint arbitration board will resolve any issues arising 
from the implementation of the agreement, and a coordinating committee will 
organize services for efficient and effective management. 


Quota--The Basque Country will help meet the obligations not assumed by it by 
furnishing an annual quota. In this respect, the agreement is clearly unity- 
oriented, and we would underscore these two major facts: one, its contribution 
will depend revenue, and two, the contribution to the Interterritorial 
Equalizatio. . «% Tegarded as a general obligation to be figured in in 
calculating the ota. 


The agreement contains the procedures for determining the quota, procedures 
that will be expanded upon in coming months in the Quota Law, which will be in 
effect for 5 years. At the end of every 5-year period, however, the initial 
procedures can be revised, in light of experience and circumstances. A quota 
will be set for each year, of course. 





The agreement will take effect on the first of the month following ite 
publication, but will be retroactive to | January 198! both in terme of the 
quote and tax revenue, because the government wants to provide the Basque 
Country with ite own treasury as soon as possible eo that it can have better 
and more effective home rule, 


The Basque Country Quota 


The Basque Country's quota is ite contribution to all of the state obligations 
that the autonomous community has not assumed. Since the Basque Country met 
collect the agreed upon taxes, it must also contribute to the financing of 
general obligations through this quota. 


Moreover, we must bear in mind that the Federal Government's budget expenditures 
are not financed exclusively with taxes and that not all taxes have been 
coordinated with the Basque Country. Therefore, we must deduct from state 
expenditures those outlays financed with the tax revenues not transferred to 
the Basque Country. 


The following is the breakdown of the quota: 


Federal Government budget 2.823 trillion 
Obligations assumed and others not 

figured in 964 billion 
General obligations 1.859 trillion 
Compensation for nontransferred 

revenue 1.240.5 trillion 
Net general obligations 618.5 billion 


Applying the weighting factor for the Basque Country to these net obligations, 
we come up with the net quota of 38.596 billion pesetas. 


Under the agreement, the Basque Country is going to collect some 112 billion 
pesetas in taxes. it will use an estimated 74 billion of them to finance the 
public services for its territory, with the difference, the abovementioned 
38.596 billion pesetas, going to the National Treasury. 


‘We Are All Winners’ 
Madrid YA in Spanish 3! Dec 80 p 10 
[Text] Madrid--""There are no winners or losers in connection with the economic 


agreements signed last Monday with the Basque Country. We are all winners, 
because a major political conflict, the last of the major upshots of the Civil 


War, has thus been resolved." Finance Minister Jaime Garcia Anoveros made 
this statement at a press conference after yesterday's Council of Minister's 
meeting. 


Garcia Anoveros said that the reinstatement of the economic agreements with the 
provinces of Vizcaya and Guipuzcoa (the Alava pact was not abolished after

took a whole year, the finance minister said that “the negotiations were carried 
out very conscientiously, with great calm and under no pressures.” Justifying 
the length of the talks, he said that the issue in question was very complex

Explaining the content of the economic pacts, Garcia Anoveros said that they 
“eonetitute a special brand of financial and taxing autonomy, whereby the 
executive branch of the Basque Country replaces the National Treasury in 
collecting almost all taxes, while contributing an annual quota to help pay 
for the obligations not assumed by the regional government.” 


The current agreement, which is very similar to the one that is already in 
effect in Alava, includes all federal taxes, except custome receipts, the 

taxes collected by government monopolies and the tax on alcoholic beverages. 
The finance minister then mentioned that “the agreement cannot entail a lighter 
tax burden than in the rest of the nation,” thus dispelling the rumors of «4 
possible “tax haven” in the Basque Country, and that the regional government 
cannot take tax measures to promote investment that would discriminate as to 
the origin of the capital. We aleo gave assurances that the regional govern- 
ment would have autonomous authority to regulate transfer and estate taxes. 


The finance minister reported that the tax quota that the regional administration 
will have to pay to the state to help finance the obligations that the regional 
government has not assumed has been set for the coming year at 38.596 billion 
pesetas. The final 5-year quota will be set starting in 1982. Under the 
economic pact, the Basque Country will collect 112 billion pesetas, 74 billion 

of which will not leave the region. 


The agreement, which will have a life of 21 years, will have to be passed by 
the Cortes.

Before the start of the elections, the unions were talking about electing a 
total of 300,000 delegates, a somewhat exagserated figure inasmuch as current 
legislation has sharply cut the number of delegates on the committees, 
especially in large companies. For example, at the Cadiz shipyards of the 
Empresa Nacional Bazan, 6! delegates were chosen in 1978, whereas this year 
the number wae cut to 27. At Babcock Wilcox the decline is from 60 to 36; at 
RENFE [Spanish National Railroads) from 2,069 to 1,926, etc. 


Official Labor Ministry data indicated in 1978 that elections had been held in 
61,850 companies, with a total of 193,112 delegates. According to the data 
furnished by the CEOE, as of the 15th of the month elections had been held in 
40,006 companies, with a total of 120,654 delegates. The forecasts are for 
numbers similar to 1978's, which would indicate that 4 great many voting 

records were forged at the prior election, because if the same number of companies 
vere involved, the number of delegates would have to have been appreciably 
smaller, and it is going to be about the same. We can, therefore, say that 

there has been more real participation. 


The elections have also been characterized by confusion at their start and a 
war of numbers stemming from IMAC's failure to monitor the returns closely 
enough. The government's endeavor to place the USO on the tripartite provincial 
IMAC committees brought angry protests from the CCOO and UGT, which refused to 
admit the USO, except in the provinces in which it won more than 10 percent of 
the delegates, as stipulated in the Workers Statute. The confrontation between 
the administration and the union federations caused total confusion, since the 
committees had not been set up by the time the elections began, with the result 
that it was very difficult to moniior them. A flood of forged voting records 
was expected, but that has not been the case, although there has been no lack 
of irregularities.

in addition to the aforementioned forged records and the “get out the vote” 
efforte by all of the union federations in small companies, one of the most

There are two reasons for the UCT setback in Catalonia. As a distinguished 
member of the UCT Executive Commission acknowledged to ACTUALIDAD EOCONOMICA, 
the main reason is the inadequate training of UCT supervisory staff in Cata- 
lonia. 


The role of the parties has also been decisive. More specifically, the 
disagreements between the Socialist Party of Catalonia and the Spanieh 
Socialist Workers Party have lessened political support for the socials ot 
union. 


The “end run” maneuver that Jordi Pujol pulled off is also regarded ae decisive, 
however. By reaching an agreement with the Communists of the PSUC [Unified 
Socialist Party of Catalonia) to boleter the status of Convergence and Union 
and isolate the Socialists, he gave implicit support to the Catalan COOO's. 

The maneuver is having the same consequences as the Moncloa Pacts and the 
resulting government support for the Communist union, which gave it an easy 
victory in the 1978 vote. The COOO continues to call the shots in the country's 
major industrial centers and in the main capital cities, which enables it to 
stay out in front in the regions even though the UGT is winning in the rest of 
the provinces. With the COOO the virtual winner and with the UGT and the 
nationalist unions as the moral victore, the big loser is the USO, even thoug) 
its percentage of delegates is up by four and a half from the 1976 elections. 
Barring some surprise, last-minute shift of delegates, it will not garner the 

10 percent of the representatives that the law requires for nationwide 
representation.

PLACING NORDIC NUCLEAR=FREE ZONE IN WIDER CONTEXT URGED 
LD281255 Stockholm SVENSKA DAGBLADET in Swedish 25 Jan 81 p 2 
[Nditerial: “Sweden, the Nordic Countries, Nuclear Arma") 


[Text | Defense Minister Fric Kroenmark has been in Helsinki talking about security 
policy to a group of national coalition party members of Parliament. This is a 
pra seworthy initiative, especially since the superpowers prefer to see the Nordic 
countries a8 4 single unit as far as security policy is concerned. A fair amount 
of what the defense minister said should also be given considerable throught at 
home. His remarke concerned the field of security policy in the Nordic countries, 
at the same time as the North Atlantic, northern European and consequently Nordic 
areas are having growing significance attached to them. 


It could be of interest to comment on what Kroenmark had to say in the debate on 
nuclear-free zones, which is now starting. As chance would have it, the Norwegian 
Labor Party was also discussing the question more or less at the same time as 
Kroenmark's speech in Helsinki. Undersecretary Johan Joergen Holst of the Norwegian 
Foreign Ministry dealt with the question in an interesting analysis. 


The Nordic countries are already a nuclear-free zone. One could say that in 
Helsinki Defense Minister Kroenmark advocated what could be called the Unden 
line--namely that a nuclear-free zone must embrace a singificant geographical 
area in Europe, far larger than the Nordic countries, 


A suitable point of departure for the discussion is one of the defense minister's 
atatements to the effect that the nuclear powers’ cooperation is essential, since 
what a nuclear-free zone is chiefly trying to achieve is limitations in their 
potential use of nuclear arms. The idea behind a zone is that the superpowers 
would commit themselves to not using nuclear arms against countries within such a 
zone. 


It would therefore be logical for medium-range missiles and tactical nuclear arms 
intended for use against targets within this zone to be withdrawn in the event of 
an agreement. This would also include neighboring sea areas such as the Baltic. 
Any possible future zone must be seen as an element in the larger context of arms 
control in Europe. 


For obvious reasons--the address was made abroad--Kroenmark did not go into the 
rest of the world's view of the zone issue. It would therefore be of interest 
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to Make a conmection with the Norwegian debate, foreign Minister Knut Frydeniund 
told the Labor Party that the Seviet Union=-he was after all in Moscow immediately 
before Chtistmas=--does fot accept that the Soviet nuclear arma on the Kola 
pehiineula and in the Baltic would be included in an agreement on 4 nuclear-free 
Nordic region, 


in tis analysia Undersecretary Holat=-whe, we may assume, expresses the government 
View=-went deeper, He made use of concepts such as prohibited and attenuation 
zones |foerbude=och uttunningsgoner|]., Wolst makes an exception for long-range 
arms, which are dealt with within the framework of the SALT negotiations, Thus, 
Calls to make the Kola peninsula 4 nuclear-free zone should not be made. instead 
the nuclear arm in the Leningrad military district should be reduced.

Holat's chief warning covers attempte to establish an isolated nuclear-free zone 
in the Nordic countries without any connection with the rest of the security 
policy. For there are groups and individuals who think that it should be possible 
to transform the Nordic countries into a declared nuclear-free zone ae the first 
phase of a more long-term development.

STATE OF EMERGENCY BILL BEING PREPARED 
latanbul MILLIYET in Turkish 4 Dec 80 p 6 
lArticle by Hayri Birler] 


[Text] Ankara <= Work on the state of emergency bill has been completed at the 
interior and Justice Ministries and, after a final review, will be forwarded to the 
Council of Ministers, it was learned. The bill, which grants broad powers to the 
governors, envisages the institution of monetary, property and work obligations in 
areas where an emergency is declared, noting that all citizens in an emergency 

zone between the ages of 18 and 55, with the exception of judges, those considered 
of judicial claseification and members of the Turkish Armed Forces, will be obli- 
gated to perform the tasks given them. The bill also envisages fines and imprison- 
ment in certain cases related to these obligations and any measures taken. 


The bill defines the estate of emergency other than a state of war or martial law 
and pointe out that a state of emergency may be declared under the following cir- 
cumstances: 


a) Natural disasters Listed in law 7269 pertaining to measures to be taken and 
assistance to be rendered in natural disasters affecting general life, violent 
winter storms which extensively disrupt normal life, fires and forest fires which 
threaten to spread extensively, 


b) Severe economic crises, important civil disturbances (economic crises and 
nationwide strikes, lockouts, revolts, boycotts and similar civil disturbances 
severely affecting the economic and social life of society), 


c) Contagious and epidemic diseases which significantly threaten human and animal 
life, organiem and parasite epidemics destructive of vegetation which affect exten- 
sive areas. 


The bill also lists as developments which would give cause for declaring a state of 
cmergency “a state of war or occurrence of any situation indicative of war, 
uprisings or a strong, full-scale attempt against the country or the Republic or 
widespread acts of violence which endanger from within or without the integrity of 
the nation and the people or which threaten the free, democratic order or the 

basic rights and freedoms guaranteed by the Constitution.” 
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Should one er more of the states of emergency occur, the competent ministry will 
apply to the Council of Ministers with a descriptive proposal and the Council of 
Ministers will decide whether to declare a state of emergency in a region taking in 
one of More provinces or, if necessary, the entire nation. Nationwide states of 
emergency will be approved by the legislative body, with the Council of Ministers’ 
deciston binding until this approval is adopted. Upon removal of the causes 
requiring 4 state of emergency, it will be dismantled by the same procedure, 


in urgent situations in which delay would be perilous, the competent ministry will 
declare a state of emergency and inform the Council of Ministers immediately. The 
minietry decision will be binding until action is taken by the Council of Ministers, 


Obligations 


in a declared state of emergency, when tasks are required in which money, property 
or intangibles which cannot be obtained through normal channels are needed for 
rescuing disaster victims, compensation for damages and losses and elimination of 
the crisis, these tasks will be provided by means of invoking the monetary, prop- 
erty and work obligations of the law. 


if there is no appropriation for urgent and vital items which must be purchased 
outside the emergency zone, the amount of money required will be obtained by 
invoking the monetary obligation. When the monetary obligation is instated, appli- 
cation will be made respectively to the funds of Local general and mixed budget 
ottices and local administrations, organizations and banks in which the state is 
the majority holder, and, if these are insufficient, to corporations and indivi- 
duals having the material resources. All public and private organizations and 
individuals in the emergency zone will be required to provide voluntarily or com- 
pulsorily any land, property, building, facility, material, equipment, food, 
clothing or other items and vehicies needed. Vehicles will be appropriated along 
with their drivers. 


All citizens in the emergency zone between the ages of 18 and 55 except judges, 
judicial classifications and mewbers of the Turkish Armed Forces will be obli- 
gated to perform the tasks assigned them. This obligation does not apply to the 
sick and disabled, pregnant women and those caring for small children. Volunteers 
will be accepted for duty without regard to these conditions and they will have the 
same rights as those commandeered. Members of the Turkish Armed Forces, when 
necessary, will p.ovide aid and services in accordance with agreement to be reached 
between the General Staff and the competent ministry or the regional garrison com- 
mand and the governor. 


The bill envisages the creation under the governor in provinces and under the dis- 
trict officer in districts of an “Emergency Obligation Commission" to take the 
measures and decisions required to institute and enforce monetary, property and 
work obligations to be comprised of the relevant branch chiefs and one representa- 
tive each from the financial, security and gendarmerie organizations. In urgent 
situations when delay would be detrimental, governors and district officers may 
institute obligations directly without a commission decision. 


Appropriated property and vehicles will be returned to the owner when the task is 
completed, rent or a fee will be paid for their use, and anv depreciation or damage 
incurred in use will be compensated. 
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The bill envasages various tines and prison sentences for owners or supervisors who 
fail to comply with monetary and property obligations, those who intentionally 
render unusable itema appropriated, those who fail to comply with work obligations 
or who appear but tail to work, those who sabotage the obligations invoked and the

ISLAMLC COMMON MARKET ENVIS LONED 
letanbul MILLI GAZETE in Turkish 7 Dec 80 p 2

[Text] If every sort of hypocrisy, separatism and sectionalism is nothing other 
than a dagger in the heart of Islam, then every step taken toward oneness is cause 
for eternal joy to the Muslim. Faced by the gultifarious and skillful intrigue of 
hypocrisy and blasphemy, Muslims, today as in the past, continue to shed each 
other's blood. Though suffering the terrible agony of division and partition as 
the new 15th century of the Hijra turns, the Islamic world is steeped in desire to 
set ite feet on the path to oneness. The world's Muslims, numbering more than 

1 billion, are waiting impatiently for the day that will bring unity. 


At the time it was formed, the annual "Conference of Foreign Ministers of Islamic 
Nations" was hailed as a significant step in this direction and Muslims rejoiced. 
Nothing very positive has come out of the foreign ministers’ conferences so far 
except the “Islamic Nations’ Conference on Economic Cooperation,” convened last 
month. That conference, which was held in Istanbul 4-6 November 1980, rekindled 
the fire of hope in the Muslim heart with the “Executive Plan” adopted at its con- 
clusion. This plan, which may be described as a step toward an Islamic Nations’ 
Common Market, will go into effect if it is adopted at the third summit conference 
of the heads of state of Muslim nations scheduled for January 1981. Only after 
implementation of the plan begins can it truly become a step forward toward an 
Islamic common market. But clearly this is no small accomplishment today. Indeed, 
it is a great accomplishment in a climate in which the Muslim is singled out for 
slaughter by a world of blasphemy, hypocrisy and apostasy. 


Economic Integration 


The most important point of the executive plan adopted at the conclusion of the 
Islamic nations’ meeting on economic cooperation comprises the section headed "Bus- 
iness and Finance.” This section deals with the minute portion of world trade 
enjoyed by the Islamic nations and stresses the need to do everything possible to 
increase it. One solution offered is to undertake a gradual economic integration 
by developing and diversifying foreign trade among Islamic nations. A statement 
used for the first time in a document published at the conclusion of a meeting of 
Islamic nations was: “To proceed gradually tawards economic integration." This is 
a joint, official statement by the leaders of the nations which call themselves the 
"Islamic Nations,” showing that they are leaving behind the times when the hope and 
promise of unity in any respect have been allowed to egcape. From this standpoint, 
it carries tremendous importance. 
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Asknown, economic integration which would of necessity culminate in customa unity 
would require the Lifting of artificial Limits and restrictions among the Islamic 
nations. Thus while trade between these nations would be freed and developed to 
the hilt, people would also tind it possible to move about freely. The ethnic 
unity which already exists would be reaffirmed and revitalized, Ultimately, the 
thought of political unity (oneness) which has been go strenously avoided may auto- 
matically become mentally ingrained, even becoming, as indeed it must in the future, 
second nature, Lt is a tact that the wishes and desires of societies force leaders 
to do certain things == even if they do not want to. In any case, although politi- 
cal integration is not mentioned as a tinal goal in the executive plan which was 
adopted, it cannot be said that this attitude could long persist despite the gen- 
eral public. Doubtless, this truth will soon be driven home to the conferees, 
because a step has been taken and the door has been opened. 


Relations with lerael 


It is necessary also to consider within this framework the decision taken by Turkey 
at the end of November 1980 to reduce relations with Israel to the minimum level, 
especially since the rationale for the decision is based on the Jerusalem and 
Palestine problem, which is the problem of Islam in the full sense, indicating 
adoption of a positive stance on the political cooperation and integration plan. 
Actually Turkish Muslims, like their other brothers, had been troubled and uncom- 
fortable all along with the conduct of relations with Israel and, in fact, this 
discomfiture has not been eliminated in the full sense of the word. Clearly this 
decision has pretty much weakened a cooperation which for many years had been very 
close, indeed occasionally augmented by claims that even the intelligence-gathering 
organizations were working together. The discomfiture and discontent felt in the 
Islamic world in this regard will be eliminated only with complete severance of 
relations with Israel. But even this much indicates a readiness for the heads of 
state summit and that the summit is considered important. 


With implementation of the executive plan, harmony among the Islamic nations will 
be ensured. According to world economic indicators, the Islamic nations have very 
great economic potential. The Islamic world, with more than | billion Muslims 
scattered over a region of around 27 million square meters, in fact has great 
potential, and enough to frighten the infidel. Such a union under one flag of a 
mass of believers is something the infidel loses sleep over and does not even want 
to think about. He cannot even bear to talk about it, much less that it should 
actually happen, because he knows that his Life is at stake, his exploitation at an 
end and that true justice will return. He knows that with the awakening and unifi- 
cation of Islam will come the end of the dominion of that paper tiger. The execu- 
tive plan for economic cooperation also has positive implications for the estab- 
lishment of cooperation and harmony among nations. 


Raw Material Potential 


The Islamic nations possess 80 percent of the world's crude oil reserves. These 
nations likewise own 75 percent of the world’s date palm oil potential. The 

Islamic nations provide 25 percent of the world's cereal grains production, 13 per- 
cent of cotton, 6/ percent of spices, 10 percent of sugar cane and 7 percent of 
sugar. They are unable to take sufficient advantage of this potential because of 
the weak commercial links and economic and political relations between them. All 
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of these blessings which come from the bounty and grace of Allah (C.C. [expansion 
unknown, presumably a religious formula recited after mentioning the name of Allah)) 
are poured into the non-Muslim world, made into the seeds of blasphemy in the fac- 
tories of the non-Muslim and returned again to the Islamic world. And they are 
used skillfully to turn Muslim against Muslim to block oneness. With full cooper- 
ation and harmony among the L[selamic nations, these evils and dangers will be elimi- 
nated, 


The executive plan, which was adopted despite all obstacles at the conclusion of 
the Islamic Nations’ Conference on Economic Cooperation, is no trick, but a step 
forward towards a bright future for the Islamic world. And this is expected to 
carry forcefully at the third summit of heads of state. The desire of the world of 
[slam is essentially in this direction. It leaves no room for the leaders to per- 
sist tor long in making decisions contrary to the general wishes of a mass in 
excess of 1 billion.

ECONOMIC PROGRAM LINKED TO RISING PRICES 
Istanbul DUNYA in Turkish 6 Dec 80 pp 1,5 


[Text] Ankara, HURRIYET NEWS AGENCY -- The Finance Ministry has released the 
official report on the negative aspects of the first 9 months of implementation of 
the new economic policy undertaken to gow and eventually halt rapid inflation. 

The 1980 Economic Report,” prepared by the Finance Ministry and submitted to the 
National Security Council [NSC] along with the draft of the 1981 Fiscal Year Bud- 
get, ind‘cates that the 24 January decisions raised the general level of prices, 
with the 63.9 percent price increase rate over the 12 months of 1979 being exceeded 
in the first 9 months of 1980, reaching 69.9 percent. The report points out that 
the increase in foodstuffs, referred to as "staples," rose to 72 percent and notes 
that the price of “animal fodder" was among the items with the highest increase. 
The report states that foodstuffs have shown a 42.4 percent increase over the full 
l2-month period of a year earlier. 


The annual economic report prepared by the Finance Ministry and forwarded to the 
NSC also touches on foreign trade, reporting that the foreign trade deficit headed 
both the structural and long-term problems of the Turkish economy as well as its 
short-term problems. Listing the negative aspects in the section on the foreign 
trade deficit, the report notes that the foreign trade deficit rose to 2.6 billion 
liras [as published] in the 9 months from January to September of 1980, repre- 
senting a 32 percent increase over the same period of 1979. 


24 January Decisions and Inflation 


The 24 January decisions to give new direction to the Turkish economy whose princi- 
pal goal was supposed to be the fight against inflation, contrary to expectations, 
did not produce a reversal in the rate of price increases in the 9 months they have 
been in effect. In the report prepared by the Finance Ministry, it is pointed out 
that the rate of price increases still continued to rise after the big hikes in 
"staples" and industrial raw materials prices. The report notes that prices aggra- 
vated post-February seasonal developments and continued to rise later because "neg- 
ative developments which appeared in production restricted supply." 


The “Wholesale Prices" section of the annual economic report says the following: 
"The general wholesale price index which showed a total increase of 81.4 percent 


and an average increase of 63.9 percent in 1979, registered a total 69.9 percent 
and average 111.5 percent increase in the January-September period of 1980. The 
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Feflection on sub- indexes of the 69,9 percent total rate of in tease observed in 
the general index in the S-month period of 1980 was realiged «a: « total of 72,4 
percent in feodetulfs and 6/ percent in industrial faw materiais, 


“The upward trend of prices which had remained steady since |9 0, with the excep- 
tion of 1975, exceeded 50 percent for the firet time in 19°98 and thie rapid 
increase Gaintained the trend in 1979, reaching 63.9 percent. The new price bal- 
ance cfeated during 1980 as a consequence of the decisions which went into effect 
on 24 January has affected the general level of prices across the board, The 
monthiy rate of increase of 29,3 percent which was sees in Pebruary following the 
24 January decisions ise higher than the annual rates of increase from 1970 to 
i977," 


Rising Price of Staples 


The Finance Ministry report pointe out that the 24 January decisions were intended 
to restrict “staples” demand by means of the price mechaniem and says, “Use of ‘he 
price mechaniem to achieve this purpose has significantly raised the prices of 
goods known as staples.” Clearly stating that less use was intended of goa mam as 
staples and consisting of basic foodstuffs, the report points out that with the 
policy applied costs were raised and the general price increases observed in the 
9-month period resulted from the higher costs. It is stressed in the report that 
the general price increase rose a total 53.4 percent and an average 60 percent in 
the January-September period of 1979, yet the total in the same period of 1980 was 
69.9 percent and the average 111.5 percent. The total increase in foodstuffs and 
animal fodde:s in the January-September period of 1980 was 72 percent, while this 
increase in the same period of 19/9 was a total of 42.4 percent and average of 
65.7 percent. 


Foreign Trade Deficit 


The Foreign Ministry's annual economic report submitted to the NSC also touched on 
foreign trade and discussed the effects of the economic policy on foreign trade. 
Noting that foreign trade was a major factor in both the structural and long-term, 
as well as short-term, problems of the Turkish economy, the report states in this 
section that the foreign trade deficit rose 32 percent. The following views appear 
in the report: 


"The foreign trade deficit was $796 million in 1973, climbed to $2.246 billion in 
1974 and has never dipped below $2 billion in subsequent years. For example, the 
foreign trade deficit in 197; was $4.43 billion. In 1978 and 1979, it was $2.311 
billion and $2.808 billion respectively. These negative developments have driven 
our economy into frequent recessions in recent years. The foreign trade deficit 
had reached $2,609,700 by the end of September 1960, surpassing that of the same 
period last year by 32 percent.”

ADVANCE PAYMENTS BEING CONSIDERED

[Text] Ankara, CUMHURIYET BUREAU -- Workplaces which are still without collective 
labor agreements and some public workplaces whose labor agreements have expired 
reportedly have defaulted “because of payment difficulties" on the extra payments 
of an advance nature required to be payed by National Security Council [NSC] com- 
munique no 15. 


According to surveys of various workplaces with ongoing collective agreements in 
the public and private sectors, the "70-percent payment of an advance nature” has 
not been made for various reasons. 


In the survey, which reveals that public workplaces in particular have defaulted on 
the 70 percent payments, it is pointed out that “some workplaces have reported to 
the NSC that they have a cash shortage and others have asked the Labor Ministry how 
it is to be done.” 


Revealing his views on the 70 percent advance to CUMHURIYET, TURK-IS [Turkish Con- 
federation of Labor) Organization Secretary Ort n Ercelik pointed out that the 
problem would be discussed in detail at a meeting of the TURK-IS Executive Board on 
23 December and said, in summary: 


"Such reasons as inability to get the money are being offered as the rationale for 
failure to make the payments. Some flexibility was introduced for the payments 
bearing in mind the difficulties that would arise in Prime Ministry Circular no 58 
which was distributed on 3 October 1980. This is a circular which brings openness 
to how implementation is to be accomplished. We will discuss this and similar 
problems in full detail at the TURK-IS Executive Board meeting on 23 December.” 


Some Workplaces 


While advances are being paid at some workplaces subordinate to the Energy and 
Natural Resources Ministries, they are not being made at others. The Energy Min- 
istry has asked the Labor Ministry how implementation is to be accomplished in 
connection with problems related to the matter. 
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Approximately 8,000 workers employed at the Mining Research Inatitute (MTA) facil- 
ities which are subordinate to the Energy Ministry have had no extra payments at 
all so far. Asked about the probjem by CUMMURIYET, the MTA director said, "We 
asked the ministry and they said there was some legal confusion about the /0=-per- 
cent advance payments, We will make the payments when inatructions come from the 
ministry.” Organizations at MTA workplaces are Maden «Ia [Turkish Mine, Metal, 
Metal Worke and Machine Industry Workers Union) and Yeralti Maden-Is [underground 
wine workers union], affiliates of DISK [Confederation of Revolutionary Worker 
Unions) whose activities were halted; TURK<I1S affiliate Turkish Journalists Union 
and the independent Revolutionary Mineral Research and Exploitation Workers’ 
Union]. 


At the Zonguidak coal works also attached to the Energy Ministry, approximately 
26,000 workers of the “Zonguldak and Havalisi Mine Workers Union" have received the 
/O=percent additional payment, it was determined. 


The data obtained indicated that there is a total of 310,000 workers who are nem- 
bers of TURK-IS unions who should be getting the 70 percent advance payment. 


Some who have not received the advance payments are the 40,000 workers of the 
Federation of Turkish Railway Worker Unions at the State Railways Directorate 
General; a total of 70,000 workers at MTA workplaces and certain workplaces of the 
Turkish Coal Works Directorate General attached to the Turkish Mine Workers Fed- 
eration; 6,000 members of the Turkish Health Workers Union; a total of 12,000 
workers employed at the Nitrogen Industry and Fertilizer Factories and the Petrol- 
eum Office organized by the Turkish Petroleum, Chemical, Nitrogen and Atomic 
Workers Union; 3,000 Turkish Postal, Telegraph, Telephone, Radio and Television 
Workers Union members and 600 Turkish State Highway Workers Federation members at 
land settlement workplaces; 2,000 workers at the Cooperatives Directorate General; 
7,000 workers at the Soil Conservation and Agricultural Irrigation Affairs Direc- 
torate General and 36,000 workers at Highways, Water and Electric Affairs Director- 
ate General workplaces. 


Workers at some public and private sector organizations, meanwhile, have gone to 
their Regional Labor Directorates and reported that the advance payments have not 
been made. This has been done at the Ankara Regional Labor Directorate by workers 
of the Post, Telephone and Telegraph Administration, the Turkish Education Assoc- 
iation College of Instruction, the Marmara and Stad Hotel, the Alpres Clothing 
Industry, the Ankara Municipality and Middle East Technical University. 


At Istanbul Oyak-Renault, it has been decided to give a 40 percent cost-of-living 
increase before the August 1980 contract began, but this was reduced to 20 per- 
cent, and the remaining 30 percent of the 70 percent increase has not been paid 
either, so workers have filed suit against the employer for the 50 percent increa®. 


Advance payments reportedly have not been made at textile, glass and public works 
facilities and metal works places which were organized by the DISK unions which 
could not settle their disagreements with the Metal Products Industria‘ists Union 
when the NSC halted DISK activities. Petroleum and Chemical Workers Union members 
at the Aliaga refinery and members of the Directorate General of Construction Activ 
ities Workers Union also have not received the advance. Advance payment problems 
have also been reported by members of the Hotel, Restayrant and Amusement Places 
Employees Union; the Social Workers Union; the Turkish Union of Lana, Water and 
Agricultural Workers and the Turkish Electric Power-State Irrigation, Energy, Water 
ind Gas Workers Union.

CANADLAN ALD GRANT~-The Canadian Government has pledged a $25 million military 
aid grant to Turkey for the purpose of providing logistical support for 

Air Force T+33 jet training aircraft. The “Letter of Agreement" was signed 
during a ceremony that took place yesterday at 1500 in the Foreign Ministry. 
Minieter of National Defense Umit Haluk Bayulken and Canadian Ambassador

needs of the T-33 aircraft. The aid program--which is totally in the form 
of a grant by Canada--will continue until 31 March 1990 or until the

accordance with the decision adopted by the NATO Council meeting at Ankara 
in May 1980 and particularly in light of developments in the regions adjacent 
to our country, the Alliance's military material and equipment aid to our 
country is gradually being accelerated."
